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Frugal customers save water but p av p rice with increase 


COMPANIES supplying water to 
Kent households have been 
slammed for introducing some of 
the biggest bill increases in 
England and Wales. 

Families previously supplied by Mid Kent 
Water before it merged with South East Water 
can now expect a huge rise of 7.9 per cent, 
which equates to an average of £13 per year. 

Southern Water has also announced a large 
increase of 5.6 per cent, or £20 per year on 
average. Both rises are above the three per 
cent rate of inflation. 

Bills for other South East Water customers 
will increase by three per cent on April 1, 
Thames Water by 2.4 per cent and Sutton and 
East Surrey Water by 1.1 per cent. 

However, customers of Folkestone and Dover 
Water can look forward to paying 0.3 per cent 
less than last year. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter 
described the larger increases as being “total¬ 
ly unacceptable”. 

He added: “I’m not sure the water companies 
are working together to maximise the opportu¬ 
nities to reduce the cost of supply. 

“The more housing that is built, the more 
infrastructure that is needed and the only way 
to pay for that is by putting up rates.

“The current legislation where water compa¬ 
nies have to charge existing customers for new 
homes is thoroughly unfair. 

“The water resource issue should be much 
more linked to local development frameworks 
and where the planning takes place. I think 
Ofwat (the water regulator) has a major role to 
play in this.” 

David Bland, chairman for the London and 
South East division of watchdog the Consumer 
Council for Water, accused the firms of hitting 
customers with higher bills because consumers 
had been too good at conserving water. 

He said the firms had been losing out since 
the South East drought of 2005-07 because 
people were now more conscious about water 
consumption. Therefore, anyone on a water 
meter was saving money - but reducing the 
utility firms’ income. 

However, both Ofwat and Kent’s providers 
denied this, saying they were operating within 
limits set back in 2004. 

South East Water managing director Paul 
Butler said increases were to help pay for its 
£355 million investment in maintaining and 
improving water services. 

He added: “While the majority of our

Labour blamed as 
BNP win bv-election

GROWING fears over unemploy¬ 
ment have allowed the far-right 
British National Party to swipe a 
safe seat from Labour in a council 
by-election. 

The BNP’s candidate Paul Golding won at 
Swanley St Mary’s with a 76-vote majority 
after an above-average turnout at the polling 
booths on Thursday 

Cllr Peter Fleming, leader of Tory-controll¬ 
ed Sevenoaks District Council, said: “It is one 
of the safest Labour seats in Kent and it 
shows how disillusioned people are with 
Gordon Brown that they have turned to 
extremists. It is a party that plays to people’s 
fears and in the circumstances we are in peo¬ 
ple have fear about lots of things. It is the 
Labour vote that has collapsed.” 

The ‘whites-first’ party was celebrating on 
Friday after its first win in Kent, only the sec¬ 
ond time the party has won a seat on a local 
council in the South East outside of London. 

Cllr Golding, 27, who said he had been a 
member of the BNP since he was 17, was 
“over the moon” following the win over 
Labour candidate Michael Hogg, who got 34 
per cent of the vote and the Tories’ Tony 
Searles with 25 per cent. 

Cllr Golding said: “It has been a solid 
Labour seat for 40 years but all I can do is 
reiterate what people on the doorsteps, the 
hundreds of people that I spoke to, told me. 

“They are sick to death of being treated like 
second-class citizens in their own country. 



They are bottom of the list for council houses 
after asylum seekers and foreigners. 

“I was telling people what we stand for and 
we found the vast majority supported that.” 

But a spokesman for 
Sevenoaks District 
Council said: “All who 
apply to go on the dis¬ 
trict’s housing register 
are treated in exactly 
the same way in accor¬ 
dance with Govern¬ 
ment guidance. 

“The allocations pol¬ 
icy does not make ref¬ 
erence to groups, 
hence housing priority 
points are not award¬

All parties involved reported that young 
people, particularly men, many of whom were 
first-time voters, turned up in droves to the 
polling station. 

Cllr Bryan Harrod, leader of the Labour 
Party at Sevenoaks council, sounded dejected 
and told how he was disappointed by the loss. 

Asked whether Labour should have done 
more to stop the far-right infiltrating the 
county, he said: “I do not think we could have. 
We lost to a BNP campaign which was cen¬ 
tring on national issues designed to create 
discord in the community. 

“They campaigned on issues such as unem¬ 
ployment and immigration and nothing to do 
with the district council. This has been swung 


by national politics. We campaigned on local 
issues and our vision for the town.” 

As a town, Swanley has a high proportion of 
social housing, pockets of unemployment and, 
according its Conservative MP Micheal 
Fallon, is more like areas of south east 
London than affluent west Kent. 

Cllr Harrod said the BNP had thrown 
resources at the campaign and brought mem¬ 
bers from “all over the place” to help. 

He added the new councillor would have lit¬ 
tle impact as the only BNP member. He said: 
“There has always been a hardcore small- 
scale racist element within certain parts of 
Swanley and they are being added to by con¬ 
cerns about national things like unemploy¬ 
ment and immigration. The strikes about for¬ 
eign workers did not help.” 

Jim Halford, a Swanley resident who con¬ 
tacted Kent on Sunday after the by-election, 
said: “The reason the BNP won is because of 
Labour’s pathetic performance on labour law 
regarding the European Union. It is because 
of the workers in the North East losing their 
jobs to foreigners. 850 workers sacked by 
BMW, the power struggle on the Isle of Grain 
regarding Kent jobs for Kent workers.” 

The 59-year-old bus driver said it was the 
first time he had seen a lot of young people 
turn out for an election: “They voted for the 
BNP because they are scared to lose their 
jobs and houses, scared of not being able to 
pay their mortgages... I’m sad the working 
man is scared out of his wits and is reduced 
to voting for the BNP hoping they can protect 
him. I’m angry this Government has let the 
working man down.” 

Stephen Ladyman, vice chairman of the 
Labour Party, said: “It is a great loss and a 
tragedy when the BNP wins seats anywhere.”

investment is funded by borrow¬ 
ing, bills do have to rise to 
help fund our water supply 
operations.” 

Southern Water said its bill rise 
was to help pay for its £2 billion 
programme of improvements to 
its water supply and sewerage 
services. 

Water planning and strategy 
manager Meyrick Gough said: 
“During the past four years we 
have been spending more on 


service improvements than at 
any time in our history, and this 
year will see investment of 
£300m to complete our improve¬ 
ment programme.” 

Sutton and East Surrey Water 
has spent £95m on improve¬ 
ments, Folkestone and Dover 
about £30m and Thames Water 
about £4bn. 

Mr Bland said the increases 
came at a time when many peo¬ 
ple were already struggling to 
make ends meet. 


He said: “There are two things 
we (the CCW) can do. Firstly, we 
can go over the water companies’ 
spending plans with a fine-tooth 
comb and suggest things they 
can take out. 

“Secondly, we can lobby the 
politicians - people receive sup¬ 
port for energy bills, but nobody 
gets it for their water bills. 

“People outside of the South 
East see it as a rich location, but 
we all know there are real areas 
of poverty in Kent.” 


Ofwat chief executive Regina 
Finn said: “We needed to make 
some tough decisions in 2004 
when we set prices. Investment 
was vital, but we needed to bal¬ 
ance it with keeping bills down. 

“Across the whole of England 
and Wales our work has kept cus¬ 
tomers’ bills about £100 lower 
than they would have been. 

‘We are due to finalise prices for 
customers for 2010 to 2015 at the 
end of this year and we will make 
sure they receive a fair deal.”

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Conservative MP slams police over advice for immigrants 


PCs are ‘too PC’

A POLICE booklet for immi¬ 
grants that makes Kentish peo¬ 
ple appear “racist, homophobic 
and xenophobic” has been blasted 
by a Conservative MP. 

Gravesham representative Adam 
Holloway says the publication, A practical 
guide to the law for your safety and informa¬ 
tion, gives foreigners the wrong impression 
because it focuses too much on how to report 
racial abuse. 

He also criticises the lack of any mention 
of the 999 service within the booklet, which 
instead promotes a hotline for immigrants 
who have become victims of crime due to 
their ethnic, religious or sexual background. 

Mr Holloway said: “I find it extraordinary 
that Kent Police can produce a booklet that 
in a sense says Welcome to Kent. We are 
racist, homophobic, xenophobic, ageist and 
do not value you if you are disabled or gay, 
and here’s a booklet telling you how to make 
a complaint against us’. 

“What sort of message are we giving peo¬ 
ple? The police have their priorities wrong 
and have totally given in to this politically- 
correct and damaging claptrap.” 

The former investigative journalist, who 
once produced a documentary on asylum- 
seekers, praised the use in the booklet of 
illustrations of various crimes but ques¬ 
tioned why the only telephone number pro¬ 
moted was the Kent Racial Incident 
Reporting Telephone Line. 

He said: “Immigrants come here for a vari¬ 


ety of reasons but mainly for work. They are 
our guests and have to abide by British law. 
By all means produce a guide to the laws of 
our country but when they read page one of 
the English version of this book, they may 
think they are entering a rather disgusting 
society, which Kent certainly isn’t.” 

Last week Kent Police received wide¬ 
spread criticism for launching a gay essay¬ 
writing contest for young children as part of 
a month-long celebration of lesbian, gay, 
bisexual and transgender history. 

Mr Holloway said it was about time PCs 
concerned themselves less with being PC 
and returned to what they did best - fight¬ 
ing crime: “I fear Kent Police is rather over¬ 
doing things. Their job is to protect the pub¬ 
lic and they need to calm down a bit on this 
sort of thing. 

“They need to remember what their job is.” 


Deputy Chief Constable Adrian Leppard 
said the booklet replicated those issued by 
forces across the country and was given to 
people who had already contacted the police. 

He added: We always welcome feedback. 

We continually review our services so we 
can continue to police Kent in the most effec¬ 
tive and resourceful way. 

“Some of the feedback we have received 
welcomes the non-emergency telephone 
numbers, as people may want to report 
crimes that are not life-threatening. 

“Kent Police treats everyone with fairness 
and equality. We do not tolerate any form of 
hate crime. 

“The booklet raises awareness that hate 
crime is taken seriously by police and pro¬ 
vides information about how to report it, 
helping ensure this type of crime is not 
under-reported.”

Allergy cure means 
boy can go nuts for 
any food he wants 


A SCHOOLBOY has been enjoying Snickers 
chocolate bars for the first time after his 
potentially fatal peanut allergy was cured. 

Jonny Betts, who lives in Pembury near 
Tunbridge Wells, was one of four children 
taking part in the world’s first successful 
peanut ‘desensitisation programme’. 

The research, which took place at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge, 
involved the youngsters eating daily doses of 
peanut flour. 

Gradually they trained 
bodies to tolerate higher 
doses over six months, 
starting with a tiny 
five milligram serv- 1 
ing and building to * 

800 milligrams, l | 
which is the equiva- * — 
lent of five whole 
peanuts. 

Jonny said he suffered an anaphylactic 
shock at the beginning of the trial as the doc¬ 
tors worked out how high a dose each child 
could tolerate. 

Asked if it was frightening being given 
something he knew was dangerous for him, 
the 13-year-old said: “It was not scary, but it 
was weird. 

“Since we found out I was allergic to 


peanuts everyone has been telling me ‘don’t 
eat that’.” 

Since the trial finished six months ago 
Jonny has now eaten 32 whole peanuts. 

“I didn’t know what Snickers were like or 
Mars bars and so that is lovely. Also things 
like Indian and Thai food,” he said. 

‘We went to a Thai restaurant to celebrate 
and I had never tasted anything like it so I’m 
getting to taste new things. 

“I don’t have to worry 
about what I eat 
now, it’s more care- 
^ free.” 

Dr Andy Clark, 
who led the 
f research, said 
peanut allergies 
were common and 
affected around one in 50 young people 
in the UK. 

But unlike other childhood allergies to 
things like cow’s milk, it rarely goes away. 

He said: “Every time people with a peanut 
allergy eat something, they’re frightened it 
might kill them. 

“Our motivation was to find a treatment to 
change that and give them the confidence to 
eat what they like. It’s all about quality of 
life.”

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Labour hits 
out at KCC 
‘fat cats’ in 
pay dispute 


PROTECTING “fat cat” salaries at Kent 
County Council is more important to Tory 
leaders than improving pay for low earners, 
claim Labour chiefs, writes Steve Knight. 

Calls for changes to the authority’s wage 
structure were rejected by full council on 
Thursday as members voted against a 
review into high salaries earned by the 
likes of chief executive Peter Gilroy who is 
paid more than £200,000 a year. 

Derek Smyth, shadow cabinet member 
for finance, said shaving £350,000 off senior 
executive wages would have allowed KCC 
to scrap its lowest pay grade. 

This would have had the effect of lifting 
those workers currently earning between 
£11,691 and £12,403 up to an annual salary 
of more than £12,700. 

Labour leader Cllr Mike Eddy said: “I 
cannot imagine why the Conservatives are 
so keen to maintain their fiction that the 
poorly-paid can go without while the well- 
paid need to be cosseted even more. 

“There are 28 members of staff on at least 
£100,000 and that is something that is not 
approved of by the general public. Making 
things slightly better for people on low 
wages, however, is. 

“There are considerably more 
Conservative councillors than Labour, so 
this proposal never really stood a great 
chance. They voted like sheep and ensured 
the fat cats will continue to enjoy the cream 
and luxuiy cat food they are accustomed to.” 

During the budget meeting, angry KCC 
staff demonstrated outside County Hall in 
protest at their offer of a one per cent pay 
award. However, their threats of strike 
action fell on deaf ears as council members 
voted to approve the offer. 

Generous 

KCC leader Paul Carter said: “It appears 
that opposition members aren’t listening or 
reading their council papers, because we 
have already agreed to work with the 
unions to push things upwards. This is all 
much ado about nothing. 

“I think a one per cent offer is actually 
quite generous when you consider what is 
going on around the country and I believe 
any strike action would be very unpopular 
with the public. The unions seem to be 
totally out of tune over this. 

“As for our high earners, we have bright, 
young, ambitious people who have helped 
us become one of the best-performing 
councils in the country and they deserve to 
be on good money.” 

The issue of wages came up towards the 
end of a lengthy meeting that also saw 
councillors approve KCC’s lowest-ever tax 
increase of 2.44 per cent. 

People living in an average Band D prop¬ 
erty will pay an extra £24.48 a year - or 47p 
a week - as a result of the rise. 

The police, and borough, district and 
parish councils will also add their own 
increases to council tax bills. 

Cllr Carter said: “These are very difficult 
times for everyone so I am very pleased 
that over the past few weeks we have been 
able to reduce the council tax increase from 
our originally-proposed 2.85 per cent. 

“An enormous amount of work has gone 
into making the rise as small as possible. 

“With a net increase in our Government 
grant of just £5.1 million, we have had to 
make £38.7 million savings to make this 
possible. This was no easy task. 

“In a nutshell, the budget protects 
and further improves frontline services, 
delivers a significant increase to highways 
maintenance and provides some 
much-needed extra support for those most 
affected by the recession.” 


Courtroom is left 

in tears by mum 
of murdered teen

THE mother of murdered 
teenager Terry Edmonds reduced 
a courtroom to tears when she 
spoke of the pain of losing her 
daughter. 

Homeless Philip Bell, 23, will spend at 
least the next 28 years behind bars after 
being found guilty of strangling the 17- 
year-old before dumping her body in a suit¬ 
case, in April, 2006. 

Reading a statement moments before Bell 
was sentenced to life imprisonment at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Wednesday, Miss 
Edmonds’ mother Helen revealed how her 
daughter’s death had affected the family. 

She said: “I know TJ is in a better place 
than we are now, but it’s what she had to go 
through to get there that makes me sick to 
my stomach. 

“Yes, there have been many victims 
because of this man’s actions. But the one 
who I will never see again, hold again, laugh 
or cry with again, the one who will never 
hold her own children in her arms, who I’ll 
never see fulfil her dream of becoming a 
midwife, is the girl who melted my heart 
when she was bom nearly 20 years ago. 

Third attempt 

“Her young life was taken in a senseless, 
vile act of sexual gratification. I have lost 
count of the times that I have been told that 
time is a healer. Believe me, it’s not. 

“Nothing can take away the gut-wrenching 
feeling that is there the minute you open 
your eyes each morning and doesn’t go away 
until you close them again to tiy and sleep.” 

Miss Edmonds was last seen getting off a 
train at Tunbridge Wells railway station, at 
about 6.25pm on Monday, April 17, 2006. 

Police made numerous appeals for informa¬ 
tion before finding her body in a suitcase near 
the Morrisons supermarket in Vale Avenue. 

Bell was found guilty of the youngster’s 
murder on February 13 at the third 
attempt, after juries at two previous trials 
were unable to reach a verdict. 

It is thought Bell also sexually assaulted 
Miss Edmonds while strangling her with a 
scarf. 

Kent Police said the investigation was the 
force’s biggest in years due to the fact there 
were no witnesses to the crime and no 
CCTV footage. 

The cmcial piece of evidence was a blood 
stain on Bell’s hooded top that could only 
have come from Miss Edmonds, and most 
likely at the time of her death.

TWO men have been sentenced for their 
part in a string of thefts from ticket 
machines at railway stations that cost the 
industry £40,000. 

Tony Trinder, 29, from Bromley, and 
Richard Smith, 24, of Southwark, were 
sentenced at Southwark Crown Court on 
Thursday after pleading guilty to conspira¬ 
cy to steal. 

Trinder was given a 12-month jail sen¬ 
tence and Smith was sentenced to six 
months, which was suspended for two years. 

The thieves were caught after an investi¬ 
gation by British Transport Police (BTP) 
into a trail of incidents at eight stations 
including Orpington, Petts Wood, Elmstead 
Wood and Chislehurst. 

BTP were alerted after a set of ticket 
vending machine keys were stolen during a 
burglary at Orpington railway station on 
Boxing Day in 2007. 

Detective Constable Michael Stephenson 
said: “The keys were used over a period of 
three months to open cash boxes at several 
railway stations and more than £12,000 in 
cash and vital components were stolen. 

“The cost to the railways to replace all the 
locks and cash boxes amounted to more 
than £25,000.” 

Aspinall’s ‘dark

Aspinall on Monday in a special programme 
as part of its Toffs and Crims series.

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A&Es do not check if 
children on ‘at risk’ list 


HOSPITAL trusts have 
been forced to defend their 
child protection policies after 
a new report showed A&E 
departments do not routine¬ 
ly check if a youngster is at 
risk of abuse or neglect. 

The Tories found data they obtained 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act revealed that two-thirds of trusts, 
including those in Kent and Medway, 
do not check to see whether injured 
children are subject to protection plans. 

Andrew Lansley, the shadow 
health secretary, said hospitals were 
getting confusing messages over how 
to prevent tragedies like the Baby P 
case happening again. 

A spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust said: 
“We check any child where there is a 
concern about that child’s welfare.” 

The trust’s staff had all been trained 
in child protection issues, he said. 

Health Minister Ben Bradshaw said 
it would be unnecessary to routinely 
check every child admitted to A&E 
against the child protection register. 

He said the Government had 
reminded all hospitals of their legal 
obligations to child protection in the 
wake of the Baby P case, the boy who 
died aged 17 months in 2007 
Haringey, north London. Baby P died

after sustaining major injuries, 
including a broken back, despite 
being on the ‘at risk’ register and 
being seen by health, social care and 
police professionals 60 times. 

Julie Pearce, director of nursing, 
midwifery and quality for East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Trust, 
said: “All staff working within A&E, 
minor injuries units and walk-in cen¬ 
tres are trained to contact social serv¬ 
ices if they have any concerns about 
a child attending their department. 

Identify 

“We also have a dedicated team of 
safeguarding liaison nurses who rou¬ 
tinely check all attendance cards of 
children attending the department. 
This service has improved communi¬ 
cations between all agencies that 
work with children.” 

She said A&E staff were given annu¬ 
al updates in child protection training. 

A spokeswoman for Medway NHS 
Foundation Trust said every member 
of staff in the emergency department 
had regular child protection training 
so they are able to identify a child 
who might be at risk. 

She said: “Current systems do not 
allow us to readily check if a child is 
under a protection plan upon arrival 


at the emergency department. 

“However, we do routinely check 
eveiy child where the nature of their 
injuiy raises any question whatsoever.” 

“These checks are carried out with 
our local health and social care part¬ 
ners. The trust notifies, as a matter of 
course, the health visitor or school 
nurse of eveiy child that attends the 
emergency department - regardless 
of the reason for their attendance.” 

The Government said the 
Healthcare Commission had been 
asked to do a review of child protection 
in the NHS following the Baby P case. 

Lord Laming, who chaired the 2001 
inquiry into the death of eight-year- 
old Victoria Climbie, is investigating 
progress on child protection arrange¬ 
ment generally, including joint work¬ 
ing between organisations and any 
action needed to deal with barriers. 

Mr Bradshaw said the Government 
would act on recommendations to 
strengthen child protection. 

The Tories pointed to the independ¬ 
ent review of the tragic Baby P case, 
which exposed serious problems with 
Haringey’s child protection system. 

It found hospital staff were con¬ 
fused about checks that should be 
made when injured children arrive 
at hospital and that the right proce¬ 
dures were not in place. 

The party claimed the figures show 
these problems are “systematic 
across the country”. 


Store closures 

A LEADING sports retailer has 
become the latest victim of the 
recession. 

JJB Sports has announced 438 
cuts throughout its footwear 
chain Qube and fashion retailer 
OSC after the company failed to 
find a buyer for the two firms. 

The cut will mean eight of 
Qube’s 13 stores will now be 
closed, including the shop based 
in Fremlin Walk, Maidstone, and 
another in Margate. Reports said 
that both companies had been 
running at a substantial loss. 

The company is now trying to 
renegotiate its debt with its 
banks. 


Union fights on 

UNEMPLOYED workers will 
stage a second demonstration 
outside Grain power station next 
week to continue their ‘British 
jobs for British workers’ fight. 

The demonstration will take 
place between 6.30-9.30am on 
Tuesday. 

The workers’ union Unite 
organised the protest because 
members are angry at the way 
French multinational Alstom is 
handling the construction of a new 
gas-fired plant at Grain. They feel 
the firm should have included a 
clause in its tendering contract 
that any subcontractor should 
seek to employ British workers.

Thousands of

TAXPAYERS throughout 
Kent have spent more 
than £370,000 on other 
people’s funerals over the 
past five years. 

Councils have an obligation to pay 
for a service when a person dies out¬ 
side of hospital and there are no 
friends or family members available 
or willing to pick up the tab. 

Between 2003-04 and 2007-08 
there have been about 400 “paupers’ 
funerals” in Kent. 

Process 

The average cost of such a service 
nationally is £944, which equates to 
a total of about £377,600 in this 
county. KOS Media obtained the fig¬ 
ures from 12 of 15 local authorities 
in the county. 

The remaining three - Ashford, 
Dartford and Thanet - were unable 
to respond before we went to press. 

Paul Edwards, bereavement and 
registration services manager at 
Medway Council, explained the pau¬ 
pers’ funeral process. 

He said: “The coroner will contact 
us to say they have been unable to 
locate any friends or family mem¬

bers to arrange a funeral. It’s 
normally for bodies that have 
washed up in the river or poor old 
people living alone in rented accom¬ 
modation somewhere. 

“It’s a crude way to put it, but I 
think the purpose of our obligation 
under the Public Health Act is so bod¬ 
ies aren’t left littering the streets.” 

Despite councils having to pay for 
the services, they are entitled to 
claim some of the costs back through 
any money left by the deceased. 

Last month the Local Government 
Association (LGA) revealed that 
requests for publicly-funded funer¬ 
als had gone up nationally since 


2003-04, although the figures 
throughout Kent demonstrate no 
clear pattern. 

However, there have so far been 
12 services in Medway during 2008- 
09 compared to just two in 2007-08. 

Mr Edwards said: “There has been 
a sudden increase, which may be 
because of the current economic cli¬ 
mate and family members not being 
able to afford to pay for funerals.” 

With 41 services between April, 
2003, and March, 2008, Medway 
had the second most of any council 
in our survey. Affluent Sevenoaks 
had the least with just seven. 

But Bromley council was way out in 
front with 117 between January 2003 
and December 2008. 

A council spokesman said he was 
unable to comment on the figures 
because there were no statistics avail¬ 
able as to why they were so high. 

A survey by the LGA showed 
61 per cent of environmental health 
officers questioned felt that the 
national rise in paupers’ funerals 
was because family and friends 
were unwilling to meet the cost, 
while 50 per cent put it down to rel¬ 
atives being unable to pay. 

David Rogers, chairman of the 
LGA’s community wellbeing board, 
said: “These tragic figures speak for 
themselves. People, mostly elderly, 
are dying around us with no family 
or friends to care for them. Nobody 
should end up in that position.

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Thief finally caught

‘Commuters of east Kent 
are being taken for a ride’ 


RAIL company Southeastern has 
come under further fire after it 
emerged services into London 
from Kent would be axed when its 
flagship high-speed line goes live, 
writes Jenna Pudelek. 

The rail company has been facing severe 
criticism from MPs and passenger groups who 
are angry that commuters have been facing 
soaring ticket prices, higher than anywhere 
in the country, to pay for a service that only 
15 per cent of passengers will be able to use. 

From December when the Channel 
Tunnel Rail Link (CTRL) High Speed 1 
comes into service, journey times from 
Ashford International to London St Pancras 
will be slashed by 37 minutes. 

But Roger Gale, the Tory MP for Thanet 
North, said in east Kent the journey to 
London will take longer than it did by steam 
train in 1936 - and at a premium fare. 

“I challenge Southeastern and the 
Department for Transport to publish, now, its 
full December train timetable, to justify the 
increased cost of its fares over those experi¬ 
enced in other regions that have received sim¬ 
ilar investment in new rolling stock,” he said. 

“And to demonstrate how longer journey 
times and mileage constitutes an ‘improve¬ 
ment’ and how cutting the non-CTRL ‘clas¬ 
sic’ services offers ‘greater choice’. I think 
that once again the commuters of east Kent 
are being taken for a ride.” 

This week also saw the publication of a 


■ THE recession could spell an end to years 
of inflation-busting rail fare increases for 
Kent passengers. 

Commuters in the county faced soaring ticket 
price hikes of more than 10 per cent this January. 

Southeastern’s controversial franchise agree¬ 
ment with the Government allows it to increase 
its regulated fares, such as season tickets, by 
the July retail price index (RPI), which was 5.3 
per cent last year, plus three per cent. Other 
train companies are only allowed to increase 
fares annually by the RPI plus one per cent. 

However, rail fares are expected to fall next 
year due to deflation. Analysts have predicted 
that the July RPI could be minus 2.1 per cent. 

A spokesman for Southeastern said: “We 
have a robust business plan and we are confi¬ 
dent we can weather the storm.” 


major new study by the rail watchdog 
Passenger Focus, which found British com¬ 
muters, especially in London and the South 
East, were paying more on rail fares than 
anywhere else in Europe. 

Mr Gale has written to the transport min¬ 
ister Lord Adonis about problems facing con¬ 
stituents and rail passengers across Kent. 

He said the fast trains, which will speed to 
London at 120mph according to Southeastern, 
will travel at less than 60mph between 
London and Margate and less than 70mph 
between London and Canterbury. 

The seven trains currently stopping each 
morning at Margate, Birchington and Herne 
Bay to Victoria will be cut to two from 


December and services will also be reduced 
to Cannon Street and London Bridge. 

A Southeastern spokesman said: “In some 
of the smaller towns, yes, they do get fewer 
services, but this is counter-balanced against 
the increase in services elsewhere. 

“It is only a high-speed service from Ashford 
to London St Pancras, from destinations on 
the Kent coast trains operate on the existing 
track. We have never pretended it is going to 
be an option for everybody. But in terms of 
overall regeneration of east and north Kent 
this is going to be a popular service.” 

The Advertising Standards Agency (ASA) 
said it was investigating seven complaints 
about accuracy in the relation to Southeastern 
adverts in the press for its new service. 

Southeastern agreed to reinstate carriages 
on four of the five trains serving peak-time 
commuters in west Kent that were cut. 

Tunde Olatunji, the Kent spokesman for 
Passenger Focus, said he welcomed the 
points Mr Gale had raised. 

He said: “The core points he’s raising is 
how much faster in real terms is the high¬ 
speed service from Thanet, we have not yet 
done the calculations ourselves and there is 
a big question mark over whether we will 
even be getting historic journey times back. 

“There is also a question mark over how 
much passengers will be asked to pay for the 
high-speed service.”

APPLICATIONS to study eco¬ 
nomics at a Kent university have 
soared 61 per cent this year. 

The recession and global financial crisis 
seems to have sparked a renewed interest 
in the money markets and fiscal studies. 

Nationally, there have been a record- 
breaking number of people wanting to 
begin a degree this September, with appli¬ 
cations up 7.8 per cent. 

This trend has been repeated in the coun¬ 
ty with the University of Kent reporting a 
huge 19.2 per cent rise in applications, while 
Canterbury Christ Church University 
stands to recruit 11 per cent more students. 

Steven Holdcroft, head of information, 
recruitment and admissions at Kent, said: 
“This is a very positive result for the univer¬ 
sity. There is only one other institu¬ 
tion that has seen a larger than us 
increase and that’s Portsmouth.” 

He said the soaring number of 
admissions were part of the univer¬ 
sity’s growth plans and related to its 
good performance in league tables. 

But a closer look at the application 
figures, show students are making 
choices that could be put down to 
the recession. 

Mr Holdcroft said: “It is quite 
interesting. There has been resur¬ 
gence in some of the science areas, 
which previously were not doing 
very well. Maths applications are up 
32 per cent, bio science up 29 per 
cent, fiscal science up 16 per cent 
and economics up 61 per cent. 

“People recognise that the univer¬ 
sity has very good research and 
teaching facilities, but also because 
market conditions have generated 
more interest in these areas.” 

He also said it was the affect of 
government initiatives to encourage 
more applicants in scientific areas

and schools working to promote the 
sciences and maths. 

The weak pound also seems to 
have boosted applications from 
overseas students at the 'UK’s 
European university’ with a 30 per 
cent increase reported. 

“Given the global impact of the 
financial crisis we may have expect¬ 
ed them to decrease, but it does not 
appear to be impacting on interna¬ 
tional students,” he said. 

Affluent 

Post-graduate applicants are up 46 
per cent for people from overseas 
and 45 per cent from UK students, 
showing people are choosing to add 
to their skills so that they are better 
qualified when the economy picks up. 

Asked if he thinks it is unusual to 
see applications soar during a 
recession, Mr Holdcroft said: “I 
think it is a double-edged sword - 
are we are recruiting students 


from more affluent backgrounds? 

“Poorer students may be deterred 
because of the debt they are going to 
come out with and asking them¬ 
selves ‘should I go in case I cannot 
find a job’ or ‘should I find a job 
because I cannot face that debt’. 

“But at the end of the day it is 
increasingly people realising that 
most well-paid jobs these days are 
looking for graduates. If you have 
not got a degree you are disadvan¬ 
taged in the work place.” 

John Slater, director of student 
recruitment at Canterbury Christ 
Church, said this was the third con¬ 
secutive year the university had out¬ 
stripped the national picture for appli¬ 
cations. He said the university was 
attracting students from a wider area 
and putting on additional courses. 

The university provides a lot of 
vocational courses for public sector 
careers and he said adult nursing 
was a popular choice this year.

Badge adding safety 
to pupils’ school trips 


A SCHEME allowing teachers 
to organise school trips without 
getting tangled in red tape has 
been welcomed in Kent. 

The Quality Badge has been awarded to 65 
locations throughout the country - including 
Commonwork organic farm in Sevenoaks - 
to show they have passed the relevant health 
and safety requirements. 

Announcing the launch of the initiative 
last week, Secretary of State for Children, 
Schools and Families, Ed Balls said he hoped 
youngsters would be able to go on more 
exciting trips as a result. 

He said: “Tens of thousands of children 
take part in learning outside the classroom 
every day. I am determined that no child 
should miss out on these vital experiences 
because of unnecessary red tape or because 
of a cotton-wool culture that discourages all 
kinds of risk. 

Reflection 

“Quality Badges offer teachers a guarantee 
that not only is a venue providing the sort of 
educational value that they can build on 
after the visit, but they also have the appro¬ 
priate risk management structures in place.” 

Commonwork was the only attraction in 
Kent to be awarded a Quality Badge, but the 
Department for Children, Schools and 
Families was unable to say how many in the 
county applied for one. 

Tory councillor Mark Dance, who has 
responsibility for school organisation and 
operation at Kent County Council, said the 
statistic was no reflection on how safe certain

school trip locations in the county were. 

He said: “It’s very early days so we just 
need to promote this and encourage other 
attractions to apply for the badge. 

“I think it’s a very good idea. I work with a 
youth advisory group and I have seen first¬ 
hand how difficult it can be to arrange out¬ 
ings. It can sometimes take up to six weeks 
to sort out all the paperwork. This scheme is 
just a fast-track route and I fully welcome it.” 

Schools have become increasingly reluc¬ 
tant to organise trips for fear of being sued by 
parents if their child were to be injured. 

The Quality Badge initiative is part of the 
Government’s £4.5 million Out and About 
package, which provides guidance and infor¬ 
mation for teachers on how to plan and 
organise high-quality activities. 

Canterbury and Whitstable Tory MP 
Julian Brazier had been pushing for such a 
scheme to be introduced in Parliament. 

He said: “I had a long-running campaign to 
reduce the impact of the compensation and 
health and safety culture on school trips so 
I’m very happy about this. Nobody wants to 
see dangerous school trips, but children ben¬ 
efit extraordinarily from outdoor activities 
with an element of risk, which have sadly 
been in decline in recent years.” 

Commonwork education co-ordinator Julia 
Bracewell said: “We think it’s very important 
that children connect with their local envi¬ 
ronment and learn where some of their food 
comes from, as well as experience what goes 
on at a farm such as ours.”

‘Quangos 
should go’

THE LEADER of Kent 
County Council has joined 
demands for more power to 
be taken away from region¬ 
al quangos and devolved to 
local authorities. 

A policy paper published by the 
Conservatives says the party would 
strip regional development agencies 
of their planning and housing pow¬ 
ers and give them to local councils. 

KCC leader Cllr Paul Carter said: 
“David Cameron has started the 
debate about whether there are too 
many regional quangos determining 
the future for us. I think there are. 

“The whole thing needs pruning 
and logical common sense to be 
applied as to what is best deter¬ 
mined locally and what decisions 
need to be collective about strategy 
and government investment.” 

In the dismantling of regional 
development agencies proposed by 
the Tories, councils would also set 
up their own ‘local enterprise part¬ 
nerships’ to take over economic 
development functions and funding. 

The South East England Devel¬ 
opment Agency (Seeda), which has 
an annual budget of around £196 
million, covers nine counties with 
the aim of driving economic growth. 

Seeda said that in 2007-08 it 
helped create or improve 60,000 
businesses in the region, which 
includes Kent, it also created or 
safeguarded more than 7,500 jobs 


and helped 12,600 people find a job. 

But in a BBC television interview 
ahead of the green paper’s publica¬ 
tion on Tuesday, Mr Cameron said 
local authorities wanted to come 
together and take over the role of 
regional development agencies. 

He also called for regional assem¬ 
blies to be scrapped due to the 
amount of “regional bureaucracy”. 

Accountability 

The South East England Regional 
Assembly (Seera) is made up of rep¬ 
resentatives from the region’s coun¬ 
cils and communities and is respon¬ 
sible for regional planning, housing 
and transport. 

Plans to disband regional assem¬ 
blies by 2010 and pass their respon¬ 
sibilities to unelected regional dev¬ 
elopment bodies have already been 
published by the Government. 

Cllr Carter said: “I believe in devo¬ 
lution and in strong local govern¬ 
ment and elected democracies. I am 
not a lover of quangos that are not 
accountable to the electorate. 


“An agenda whereby as much 
money, economic development and 
support for businesses should be 
given to empower elected local gov¬ 
ernments at district and county 
level - I think that is where David 
Cameron is coming from.” 

But Cllr Carter recognised the need 
for some form of “regional determina¬ 
tion”. He said: “People have an aver¬ 
sion to the word ‘regional’ but it would 
be foolish to think transport infra¬ 
structure can be decided in isolation, 
you have to live in the real world.” 

Cllr Carter added: “When you are 
looking at aviation capacity strate¬ 
gy, rail infrastructure and High¬ 
ways Agency network strategy, you 
need to sit round the table with local 
knowledge and help the Govern¬ 
ment make the right big decision.” 

A spokesman for Seeda said the 
business-led organisation already 
worked closely with councils: “We 
work constructively with elected rep¬ 
resentatives of all political parties at 
all levels to achieve the best results 
for the people of the South East.” 


Firefighters tackle carbon 


KENT Fire and Rescue Service 
has pledged to reduce its carbon 
emissions after signing up to a cli¬ 
mate change declaration. 

The Nottingham Declaration on 
Climate Change allows local 
authorities to promise to become 
more environmentally sustain¬ 
able. An action plan must now 


been developed within two years 
and firefighters said targets 
would be set in relation to energy, 
fuel, and water consumption.

Jon Parsons, associate director for older peo¬ 
ple’s mental health in east Kent for Kent and 
Medway Social Care NHS Partnership Trust, 
said the trust was recruiting an additional 
eight of the nurses to work across the county. 

Nationally there are only 60 Admiral 
Nurses working. 

Jacqui Wharrad, a spokeswoman at For 
Dementia, said: “We have been very success¬ 
ful in getting funding in Kent and Medway. 

“Kent is lucky but the numbers are huge... 
and there are still not enough. The 
Government’s national dementia strategy 
[published this month] says there should be 
a dementia advisor for every person that is 
not going to happen overnight. 

“It is good in Kent. We are already doing 
what the Government wants us to do but we 
want more. If you are going to provide quali¬ 
ty support for all these people with this dis¬ 
ease, we are going to need more and more 
nurses and resources.” 

In the UK there are 700,000 people with 
dementia, which is an umbrella term and 
covers Alzheimer’s disease, vascular demen¬ 
tia and rarer forms, and this figure is expect¬ 
ed to increase to 1.7 million by 2050. 

Speaking about his nurse this week, Mr 
Suchet said: “I pour my heart out to him. He 
encourages, advises, and most important of 
all, keeps telling me not to feel guilty. 

“Guilt, the natural condition of the carer, 
for wanting to run away, wanting to have 
fun, wanting to form relationships, wanting

to do this and that, and resenting the fact 
that you can’t. 

“I have tried, and failed, to untangle my 
emotions. Ian has explained to me that I 
am in mourning; I am going through 
bereavement... for someone still living.” 

The much-loved author Terry Pratchett 
has also spoken publicly about dementia 
after he was diagnosed in 2007 with a rare 
form of Alzheimer’s, which he famously 
described as an “embuggerance”. 

Ms Wharrad said putting dementia into 
the spotlight was helpful, she said: “John 
Suchet has done a lot of good for people in his 
position. 

“He is making people understand that you 
are losing someone you love and you need 
support as well and that is what our nurses 
are there for.” 

She added: “The number of nurses is 
nowhere near the number of people with 
dementia. There is a big mismatch between 
what is needed and what is out there.” 
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Cracks starting to 
show in row over 

pavement repairs

ELDERLY people are more at 
risk of falling over on Kent’s dam¬ 
aged pavements than in most 
other regions in the South East. 

Figures released by the Audit 
Commission reveal more than a quarter of 
the county’s paths are in need of repair, 
compared to just four per cent in West 
Berkshire and Reading. 

Kent is seventh in a league table of 19 
regions, with Bracknell Forest and Windsor 
and Maidenhead top with 49 per cent of 
pavements requiring maintenance. 

Help the Aged spokesman Pamela 
Holmes called on local authorities to spend 
more on repairs to help reduce the number 
of deaths caused by falls. 

She said: “These figures show that broken 
and damaged pavements still represent a 
significant problem for older people with 
mobility problems. 

“Our research suggested that councils are 
caught in a vicious circle. They are required 
to sit on large sums of money to cover legal 
fees and compensation, but are cash- 
strapped when it comes to repairing pave¬ 
ments that may cause falls in the first place. 

“It is vital councils invest more money in 
keeping public walkways safe, as falls are a 
leading cause of death for over-75s and at 
the very least, one fall can shatter an older 


person’s physical and mental well-being.” 

In Kent there are a total of about 12.6 
million square metres of pavement, which 
is equivalent to about 2,500 football 
pitches. In 2006, about 10.5 per cent of 
that figure - or 250 pitches - were in need 
of attention. 

Kim Hills, head of community operations 
at Kent Highway Services, said the paths 
awaiting repair were damaged because 
they were heavily used by the public. 

She added: “Kent County Council carries 
out an annual assessment of half of its net¬ 
work. Data from the 2008 survey has yet to 
be processed. This will be used to determine 
the programme of work for 2010-11. 

“Over the last two years, additional funds 
have been targeted to pavements. In 2008- 
09 KCC spent £5.6 million on improvement 
schemes at 69 locations. The budget propos¬ 
al for 2009-10 is for £3m on pavement 
improvement schemes involving a further 
69 locations. 

“In addition to this, all pavements are reg¬ 
ularly inspected and any hazards found are 
scheduled for repair. Keeping pavements 
safe is important for everyone.” 

The Audit Commission figures were 
highlighted by the Chartered Society of 
Physiotherapy. 

Spokeswoman, Lynn Sutcliffe, said: 
“Once an older person has fallen, it can 
seriously affect their physical and emo¬ 
tional well-being. 

“If local authorities act sooner rather than 
later to fix the pavements that need repair, 
many unnecessary falls could be avoided.”

AN ONLINE campaign has 
been launched to have higher 
railings installed along the 
River Medway - following the 
death of teenager Sonny 
Singh Pataria, 18. 

The ‘Get Higher Railings For 
Medway River 4 Sonny P RIP’ 
group has been set up on social 
networking site Facebook. 

It has already been backed 
by more than 1,600 people. 

The group’s founder called on 
Medway residents to support 
her campaign, saying higher 
railings could save lives. 

Writing on the group’s page, 
Rachel Smith wrote: “The 
River Medway needs higher 
railings to save people like

our poor Sonny P. Let’s take 
action in saving more lives.” 

The campaign has been 
backed by the friends and 


family of Chris Lawless and 
Terry Reynolds - who both 
lost their lives in the river 
during the past two years. 

Sonny’s body was recovered 
from the River Medway near 
Gun Wharf, Chatham, on 
Wednesday, February 11, 
after being spotted by a mem¬ 
ber of the public. 

It is not yet known how, 
where and when the former 
New Brompton College pupil 
entered the river. 

Sonny’s death has prompted 
an outpouring of grief from 
friends and former classmates, 
who have placed flowers and 
messages on the river front 
where his body was found.

Careful planning, precise forecasting and a 
dedicated team of experts meant that Kent 
Highway Services was able to keep Kent 
moving despite the recent snow and ice. 

The months of planning that had taken place 
before the first snowflakes started to fall 
enabled the ‘ice-busters’ to respond quickly 
and efficiently. 

The process began before the winter had 
even started, when more than 20,000 tonnes 
of salt was ordered and stored throughout 
Kent in preparation for the severe weather. 

By keeping a close eye on weather conditions 
and analysing data from the 14 weather stations 
to get a weather forecast dedicated to Kent's 
roads, we knew exactly which roads to salt, 
how much salt would be needed, and when 
to take action. 

The 53 salting crews then worked throughout 
the night to keep the main roads safe and 
passable. The salting runs cover about a third 
of the county's road network, over 1500 miles. 


By thinking ahead, we were able to stockpile 
enough salt to maintain the roads if the cold 
spell had persisted. The teams were even able 
to salt some pathways to help pedestrians 
who braved the weather. 

And it wasn’t just a busy time for the salting 
teams. The number of calls to our Contact 
Centre from the public increased five-fold, 
with people reporting hazards or requesting 
specific information. The Contact Centre was 
able to mobilise additional staff to manage 
the enquiries and provide relevant information. 

Now that the snow has cleared, we are being 
pro-active by restocking our salt supplies and 
providing an additional 15 crews to repair the 
frost damage caused by the cold weather.

Friends of Scally’s son set 
up freedom protest online 


AN ONLINE campaign has been launched to 
free the jailed son of Gillingham FC chairman 
Paul Scally. 

The Free Max Scally group has been set up 
by the incarcerated 18-year-old’s brother, Jay, 
on social networking site Facebook. 

More than 300 members have shown their 
support to the teenager, who was convicted 
last month of causing grievous bodily harm by 
breaking a 15-year-old’s jaw at an end-of-term 
party in 2007. 

Members have also left comments on the 
group’s message board promising to write to 
Max and condemning the two-year sentence. 

One poster wrote: “Max don’t deserve it at all 
but have to be strong for him I guess.” 

Another added: “All the best mate.” 

Max’s brother also wrote: “I just got back from 
visiting him, he sends his love to everyone.” 

Max Scally was sentenced at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Monday, January 26. 


The court heard how the 18-year-old 
attacked his victim at a house party held to 
mark the end of the academic year in July 
2007, hitting him in the face before stamping 
on him as he lay on the floor. 

The injured boy - who cannot be named for 
legal reasons - needed two metal plates to re¬ 
align his jaw, which was broken in two places. 

The pair had clashed two months prior to 
the party as the victim was dating one of 
Scally’s ex-girlfirends. 

A jury found Scally, of Famingham, guilty of 
causing grievous bodily harm. He had already 
been cleared of a more serious charge of caus¬ 
ing grievous bodily harm with intent. 

Judge Andrew Patience branded Scally “a 
thug and a coward” and sentenced him to two 
years imprisonment in a young offenders’ 
institution. 

Paul Scally was in the public gallery when 
the sentence was handed out.

Cold case officers in 
hunt for missing dad

THE family of a man who went 
missing 16 years ago have 
repeated their appeals for help in 
tracking him down. 

Kent Police this week reopened the case of 
Gravesend man Karl Hotchkiss, who has 
not been seen since April 11, 1993, and who 
left a three-year-old son behind. 

Better known as Bert, Mr Hotchkiss’ dis¬ 
appearance at the age of 23 left his family 
devastated. 

Sister Kelly, also from Gravesend, said: 
'We just miss him and want to find out what 
happened over these last 16 years. We would 
appeal to anyone who has any information 
that could help the police to call them.” 

Mr Hotchkiss was last seen in Gravesend 
pubs the Old Manor Shades and the Station 
Inn - now The Manor and Bar 24 respective¬ 
ly - wearing baggy black tracksuit bottoms 
and green-and-black trainers. 

He lived and worked in the town and was 


physically fit in appearance, having been a 
boxer when he was younger. 

He was 5ft 5in and had blue eyes, short 
brown spiked hair and various scars and 
tattoos on his body. 

Mr Hotchkiss’ 
son, also called 
Karl, is now 19 and 
said still finds it 
difficult to come to 
terms with his 
father’s disappear¬ 
ance. 

He said: “I am 
absolutely devas¬ 
tated about my dad 
because I have 
grown up without 
any memory of him 

and I have no idea GONE: Karl Hotchkiss 
what happened to went missing in 1993 

him when he went 
missing all those years ago.” 

The investigation into Mr Hotchkiss’ 
whereabouts has been reopened by Kent 
Police’s cold case team, which is based in 
Chatham and is part of the force’s major 
crime department. 



Its role is to investigate unsolved murders, 
rapes and sex attacks, as well as long-stand¬ 
ing missing person inquiries. 

Det Chief Insp Dave Withers said: ‘We are 
keen to find out what happened to Karl back 
in 1993. 

“He disappeared without a trace. By 
appealing for information, we hope to solve 
what happened and bring closure for Karl’s 
family. We urge people to contact us - anony¬ 
mously if necessary.” 

DCI Withers would not reveal why this 
case in particular had been reopened. 

Anyone with information can call the cold 
case team on 01634 843048 or Kent 
CrimeStoppers, in confidence, on 0800 
555111. 

The cold case team was set up last April 
and secured its first conviction four months 
later when 45-year-old Kelvin Bennett 
was found guilty of the abduction and 
repeated rape of a Folkestone woman in 
December, 2000. 

Advances in DNA technology allowed 
police to track down the former customs 
officer when he provided a sample for an 
unrelated offence, he is now serving 12 years 
in prison. 



Funding to help save memorial 


A BOOST of £4,710 has been 
given to fund repairs to an 
Ashford war memorial. 

English Heritage said the 
funding would go towards 
repairing the wooden frame 
and replacing the roof with 
new oak shingles at Kenn- 
ington war memorial shelter. 

However, Chris Morley, of 
the Kennington Community 
Forum, which has been rais¬ 
ing funds to repair the vul¬ 
nerable memorial, said more 
money was still needed. 

“It was completed in 1950 
in time for Remembrance 
Day but 60 years on if some¬ 
thing was not done soon then

the frame would decay and 
the cost of replacing it would 
be very expensive,” he said. 

Mr Morley said the forum 
received a grant from Kent 
County Council of £2,000 


towards repairs and the 
English Heritage funding 
would bring the community 
two thirds of the way to 
restoring the memorial to 
people from Kennington 
killed in World War Two. 

“I think it is one of those 
things that if taken away the 
community would say, some¬ 
thing should be done,” he 
said, adding that the forum 
would love to hear from any¬ 
one who knew more about it. 

English Heritage and the 
Wolfson Foundation announ¬ 
ced that 12 grants had been 
given across the country to 
help save war memorials.

Gall for crackdown on ‘nighthawkers’ who plunder heritage sites 


‘History is being stolen’

A STUDY into the illegal use of 
metal detectors to steal histori¬ 
cal artefacts has found Kent is 
one of the most targeted coun¬ 
ties in the UK. 

The English Heritage report says 11 sites 
in the county have been plundered since 
1995, placing Kent seventh in a table of 
‘nighthawking’ hotspots. 

However, it adds that the figure could have 
been much higher were it not for the effective 
work of the police in tackling the problem. 

Dr Mike Heyworth, director of the Council 
for British Archaeology, said: “Nighthawkers 
are stealing our history. 

“Once the artefacts are removed from the 
ground and sold, the valuable knowledge 
they contain is lost forever. 

“The heritage sector needs to work togeth¬ 
er with the law enforcement agencies to com¬ 
bat this criminal activity.” 

Nighthawking is the search and removal of 
antiquities from the ground using metal 
detectors without the permission of the 
landowners, or on prohibited sites such as 
scheduled monuments. 

Only 26 cases nationally have resulted in 
formal legal action, but the report says many 
people are getting away with theft because of 
the reluctance of others to report what they 
consider to be a minor crime. 

Kent Police is singled out for praise in the

study, which says other forces should follow 
its lead by giving officers special training 
and working more closely with archaeologi¬ 
cal groups and metal detector clubs. 

Chief Insp Mark Harrison of Kent Police 
said: ‘We can and will deal with heritage 
crime but we cannot do this in isolation. 

We need help and assistance from the other 
agencies, metal detectors and landowners. 

“In tackling this form of criminal behav¬ 
iour, there are clear lessons to be learned 
from how the police and partner agencies 
have devised systems and processes to tack¬ 
le wildlife crime. 

We will be working with heritage organi¬ 


sations to provide clear guidance and 
training to the police, Crown Prosecution 
Service and magistrates on the impact of 
nighthawking, how to combat it, the kinds 
and level of evidence needed, and the possi¬ 
ble penalties.” 

In June last year, 39-year-old Mark Staples 
was given a three-year conditional discharge 
after pleading guilty to stealing Roman arte¬ 
facts from archaeologically important sites 
throughout Kent. 

The train guard from Swanley was arrest¬ 
ed after two illegal excavations at Thumham 
Castle near Maidstone, and Richborough 
Roman Fort at Sandwich. He had also previ¬ 
ously stolen artefacts from an excavation in 
Chilham, near Canterbury. 

Prof Sir Barry Cunliffe, interim chairman 
of English Heritage, explained the reasons 
behind the report. 

He said: “Nighthawkers, by hoarding the 
finds or selling them on without recording or 
provenance, are thieves of valuable archaeo¬ 
logical knowledge that belongs to us all. 

“Even in the case when the finds are 
retrieved, the context of how and where 
exactly they were found has been lost, signif¬ 
icantly diminishing their historical value. 

“In the cases of internationally important 
material, the loss of the unique evidence 
these objects provide on our common history 
and origins is especially poignant. 

“By painting a clearer picture of the crime, 
this survey will help us to combat it more 
effectively.” 
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Immig ration detention dubbed 
‘infringement of civil liberties’ 


DETAINEES at an immigration 
removal centre are being incar¬ 
cerated for more than a year with¬ 
out charge at a huge cost to their 
mental health and to the taxpayer. 

A report by the London Detainee Support 
Group (LDSG) studied 188 people who 
had been held in detention centres for — 
more than a year, at a cost of £68,000 
each annually 

Detained Lives mainly focused on 
detainees at Harmondsworth and 
Colnbrook immigration removal centres 
(IRC) near Heathrow, but experts said 
that indefinite detention and its effects 
were the same at Dover IRC. 

Jerome Phelps, director of the LDSG, 
said: ‘We think it is a very serious 
infringement of civil liberties that no-one 
is really aware of. Indefinite detention is 
quite a new phenomenon and very much 
hidden because it happens to foreigners 
and is not perceived as an issue. 

“But it is far exceeding the 42 days for 
terrorists that causes such debate and is 
a very serious step that has been taken 
by the Home Office.” 

There are a number of reasons that 
immigration detainees are held in cen¬ 
tres like Dover. They can be asylum seek¬ 
ers, people who have been refused asy¬ 
lum, but who cannot return to their home 
country or people whose visa has expired. 

Unacceptable 

Mr Phelps said people from Algeria, 
Somalia, Iran and Iraq are the most like¬ 
ly to be detained for the longest period. 

Deportations to Somalia and Iraq are 
too dangerous and Algeria and Iran 
routinely refuse to admit people unless 
they can provide an original passport, 
meaning stateless detainees remain in 
detention for years. 

Mr Phelps said: “Indefinite detention is 
futile, expensive and immensely damag¬ 
ing, so we are launching a campaign to 
end this unacceptable practice.” 

The research showed that indefinite 
detention had a devastating impact on 
the inmates at the centres. They spoke of 
experiencing suicidal thoughts, suicide 
attempts, self-harm, depression and 
post-traumatic stress disorder. 

Vebi Kosumi, director of the Dover 
Detainees Visitor Group (DDVG), agreed 
issues raised in the report were the same 
at Dover. He spoke of a man he met at 
Dover who spent three years and eight 
months in detention centres around the 
country while his case was reviewed. 

Last year his application for asylum 
was granted but, Mr Kosumi asked, 
“what purpose did his detention serve?”. 

He added: We are not a campaigning or 
political group, we only offer support to 
the detainees. But we are fully supporting 
the quest for a time limit on detention.” 

Mr Phelps said the UK was one of only 
a few countries in Europe that detains 
people with no time limit, despite evi¬ 
dence that it does not work. 

Mr Kosumi said that in his five years 
working at Dover and supporting 
around 2,000 detainees he had only 
come across two people who had commit¬ 
ted serious crimes. 

He said the DDVG, which is made up 
of mainly volunteers, provided emotional 
support and advice to some of the 
approximately 300 detainees at Dover. 

Practical help such as phonecards and 
some small donated items such as clothes 
are sometimes provided, but the most 
important thing was providing a friendly

face for people caught in a limbo not knowing 
when, if ever, they will be released, he said. 

Using the Freedom of Information Act, the 
National Coalition for Anti-Detention 
Campaign found that in 2007 there were 39 


incidents of self-harm at Dover that needed 
medical attention, which was second only to 
Colnbrook which had 75. 

A spokeswoman for a small charity called 
Kent Refugee Help, said: “Most people I 
speak to are incredibly stressed and many 
are suffering from depression at some level. 

“Then that can actually become a break 


down of mental health if it is prolonged and 
they do not see any possibility of being 
released. It is compounded by the fact that 
some people have already got mental health 
problem as a result of trauma or torture.” 

She added: “A friend told me of a detainee 
at Dover who sewed up his lips.”

Takeover bid could 
save 350 ferry jobs 


NEW Dover-Calais operator LD 
Lines could help save hundreds 
of jobs at troubled ferry firm 
SeaFrance. 

Reports suggest the newest ferry operator 
at Dover port has made a bid to take over 
the struggling firm and secure at least 350 
of the jobs that could be slashed in Calais if 
a recovery plan goes ahead. 

SeaFrance announced on Tuesday that 
650 jobs may be cut to survive the recession. 

LD Lines began its passenger and freight 
services to Boulogne and Dieppe last week 
and a second ship is being added from 
Wednesday, July 1. 

Managing director Christophe Santini told 
the BBC: “I cannot divulge any information 
on the transaction itself, but we are talking 
about taking over SeaFrance. The global 
group would keep the name of SeaFrance 
and we would be committed to preserving its 
vessels under the French flag.” 

According to reports, no response has been 
given by SeaFrance or owner SNCF. 

Bosses at the firm have stressed its 
restructuring plans are yet to be confirmed 
and Dover would have “very few” cuts if the 
proposals went ahead. Calais, however, 
would be hit with more than 600 job losses. 

The restructuring plans were put forward

by the SeaFrance board of directors to SNCF 
on Monday. 

Following the discussions, a spokesman for 
the ferry group said: “SeaFrance is faced 
with an unprecedented situation exacerbat¬ 
ed by the steep fall in the cross-Channel 
freight market. 

“Faced with a difficult financial situation, 
the company is proposing the steps essential 
to secure its long-term future.” 

The restructuring plan put forward by the 
company would involve “significant” 
changes and takes into account the current 
situation of SeaFrance and the medium- 
term forecast of cross-Channel traffic. 

The spokesman said: “Several measures 
are envisaged in the plan, notably the down¬ 
sizing of the SeaFrance fleet to align it with 
the market and to reduce costs.” 

As a consequence of restructuring, seago¬ 
ing and shore-based staff could be affected. 

According to media reports, the company 
made a loss of 20 million euros (£17.5 mil¬ 
lion) in 2007, while the loss for 2008 was 
expected to be slightly more. 

LD Lines’ arrival at the port has already 
created a number of new jobs for Dover. 

Some 20 posts have been taken up, the 


majority by SpeedFerries staff who lost their 
jobs when that firm went into administra¬ 
tion in November last year. 

An extra 80 jobs will become available in 
July when the second ship joins the compa¬ 
ny and foot passenger check-in facilities are 
established. 

Spokesman Nick Stevens said: “There is a 
demand for a route to Boulogne, as seen 
with SpeedFerries, which previously ran 
that service. After they went into adminis¬ 
tration, LD Lines recognised the need to get 
the route up and running again, so brought 
forward the launch from July to February. 

“And with the Dover to Dieppe route, this 
is the first time the English port has had 
links with Normandy.” 

Mr Santini said he was thrilled to bring 
these services to the public and freight busi¬ 
nesses, adding: “This immediately proposes a 
new travel opportunity for the 700,000 pas¬ 
sengers a year using the previous service.” 

Two return sailings a day are available 
between Dover and Boulogne, with a cross¬ 
ing time of one hour and 45 minutes. 

One round trip a day will operate between 
Dover and Dieppe with a crossing time of 
four hours and 15 minutes.

A MOTHER who taught her 
two-year-old child how to use a 
computer has written a book 
explaining how she managed it.

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Lovers embrace as tot blown into the sea 


Dad’s secret tryst

THE father of the toddler who 
died after falling into the sea off 
Folkestone was kissing his mis¬ 
tress when the child’s buggy was 
blown over the edge, it has 
emerged. 

National newspapers reported that 
Andrew Hopper, from Chatham, told police 
he had been taking the work colleague out 
for a walk at Warren Point with his two- 
year-old daughter Rebecca and eight- 
month-old son Lewis last Sunday. 

It was while the couple were embracing 
that a gust of wind blew the double-buggy 
with the children strapped in over the edge 
of the coastal path, 15ft into the freezing 
water below, according to reports. 

Despite the best efforts of the father and 
his lover who, along with passers-by, dived 
into the sea in a bid to save the children, 
Rebecca was pronounced dead two hours 
later. She had been airlifted to the Royal 
London Hospital after receiving emergency 
treatment at the scene. 

Lewis, who was treated for hypothermia, 
was discharged from the William Harvey 
Hospital in Ashford on Wednesday 

Police have since confirmed that Mr 
Hopper let go of the buggy’s handles as he 
turned to kiss his companion when the 
wind pushed the buggy over the edge. 

A police spokeswoman said the news story 
was “accurate” as told to them by Mr Hopper 
and that investigations were ongoing. 

She said: “We are treating this as a tragic 
incident. We are speaking to everybody 
involved, including a number of people who 
came to the scene to help and are getting a 
case ready for the coroner’s court.” 

Mr Hopper and his wife Sarah issued a 
statement earlier this week paying tribute

to their daughter: “Rebecca was our sweet, 
gorgeous little girl. She was a special little 
girl with a special place in all our hearts. 
She will be sorely missed by everyone who 
knew her. We love her so much and she will 
be in our hearts forever. 

‘We would like to thank the London 
Hospital for all their efforts to save our lit¬ 
tle girl and the William Harvey Hospital 
staff for all their help and support for Lewis, 
who is coming along really well.” 

An inquest into Rebecca’s death is expect¬ 
ed to be opened and adjourned next week.

The wife of Folkestone and 
Hythe Tory MP Michael 
Howard says she put in many 
hours of research before writing 
A Matter of Loyalty, which is a 
love story-cum-thriller about a 
Muslim reporter who finds him¬ 
self caught up with terrorists in 
his home town.

The 64-year-old flew out to the country’s 
capital Ouagadougou on Thursday, where he 
was set to visit some of the urban slums 
before travelling west to meet communities 
in a rural area in the Bale province. 

“I chose WaterAid because in my view 
water is fundamental,” he said. “If water and 
sanitation provision is good then you can 
build other community benefits on it such as 
education and healthcare.” 

Mr Eddie, who before he retired was a 
director of Clubs for Young People, for which 
he was recognised with an OBE in 2005, said 
he was looking forward to the trip. 

He said: “It is part of the world I’ve never 
been to before and I am expecting the move 
from a developed country to almost a Third 
World country will be a culture shock.” 

One of his first visits will be for lunch with 
Simon Kafando, district governor of the 
Rotary Club in Ouagadougou, before head¬ 
ing to one of the WaterAid projects where the 
money his 2,500 Rotarians raise will be sent. 

“It is very important to be able to say Kelp 
me raise the money and this is where it will 
go. I was there, these are the conditions and 


your money will help these people’,” he said. 

WaterAid said it had helped more than 
37,000 people in Burkina Faso gain access to 
safe water and more than 32,000 residents 
access to sanitation since it began work there 
in 2000. The charity said life expectancy in 
the country is 51.4 years. More than five mil¬ 
lion people still do not have access to safe 
water, and more than 12 million do not have 
a hygienic place to go to the toilet. 

Mr Eddie will experience day-to-day life 
without access to clean water during his 
journey, before visiting WaterAid projects 
and discovering the difference access to clean 
water, sanitation and hygiene education can 
make. He said he was looking forward to vis¬ 
iting families, schools and talking with offi¬ 
cials to get a real insight into how the chari¬ 
ty has helped thousands change their lives. 

On his return on Tuesday he will throw 
himself into fund-raising efforts. 

“No-one in Kent really knows poverty, so I 
am challenging them at one of the Rotary 
meetings to instead of having the traditional 
three-course meal to have a basic meal such 
as a bowl of soup or cheese and bread,” he 
said. “We will charge people the usual 
amount (around £12), pay the caterers and 
send the rest to the charity. 

“There is no new money involved. I feel in 
a time of recession that it is good no-one is 
going to spend anything they wouldn’t 
already be spending.” 

He added that Rotarians would be bring¬ 
ing their husbands, wives or partners as well 
as people from local communities to the din¬ 
ner, who instead of getting a free meal as 
guests would be asked to pay for the meal so 
the money could go to WaterAid.

Challenges faced by Thanet 

Peter Gilroy savs KCC is 
tackling the problems 
around children^ homes

I WAS puzzled by last 
week’s opinion piece by 
Cllr Wells and surprised 
at the personal attacks 
on my commitment to 
the challenges in Thanet. 

However, rather than respond 
to some of the personalised com¬ 
ments I would like to focus on the 
facts and the serious public poli¬ 
cy issues that impact on Thanet 
and north east Kent’s ability to 
regenerate itself. 

Over the last 25 years local gov¬ 
ernment, both within Kent, 
London and around the countiy, 
the health service, probation and 
prison authorities have been plac¬ 
ing vulnerable adults and chil¬ 
dren who are in local authority 
care into coastal areas of Kent. 

During the 1980s two factors 
came together: the closure of 
large psychiatric hospitals in the 
Greater London area and the 
economic decline faced by seaside 
hotels due to the reduction in 
tourism in the UK. 

As hoteliers looked for addi¬ 
tional income they switched to 
catering for disadvantaged peo¬ 
ple and the concentration of pri¬ 
vate children’s homes and inde¬ 
pendent fostering agencies in a 
small area of Thanet created an 
explosion of social issues. 

As director of social services 
until 2005 and chair of the Kent 
Child Protection Committee I 
recognised this as one of the most 


intractable challenges we faced. 

In the late 1990s KCC also had 
to manage unprecedented 
arrivals of unaccompanied chil¬ 
dren and asylum seeking adults - 
at its peak 1,000 adults a month 
and 2,500 unaccompanied chil¬ 
dren from across the world a 
month being looked after by KCC. 

In 2004 I commissioned the 
Thanet Inquiry to draw together 
all these issues and develop a 
way forward for the area. I 
received tremendous support in 
this. The report revealed what 
was needed was a national shift 
of public policy - so vulnerable 
children would be looked after as 
near to their own homes as possi¬ 
ble and local authorities would 
take responsibility for their own. 

We agreed with Thanet District 
Council that we would discour¬ 
age private sector development of 
children’s homes and hostels 
through the planning process. 

To make the case for a change 
in policy we held meetings with 
senior civil servants, ministers 
and MPs. I also communicated 
with the social service directors 
of 150 local authorities across 
England, including London. 


The outcome was a change in 
guidance which advised there 
should be a 20-mile limit from 
any placing authority, it was a 
positive shift. There were few 
other sanctions left to us as offi¬ 
cers except to lobby colleagues 
with the support of the Local 
Government Association. We con¬ 
tinue to rigorously pursue this. 

Last summer I examined the 
district policies on homelessness 
and visited a number of facilities. 
I found it necessary to become 
personally involved once again in 
the problem of Cliftonville. I 
wrote to all chief executives and 
chief officers across Kent and 
convened an urgent meeting, 
which included the leaders of 
TDC and KCC, to express my 
concern about placement policies 
of all agencies, including those 
within the Kent boundary but 
particularly from inner and outer 
London, into the Thanet area. 

The outcome of this will mean 
placement of vulnerable people 
in the Thanet area from outside 
the district will cease and facili¬ 
ties within Thanet will improve. 

Some further positive outcomes 
are that the number of residen¬ 


tial children’s homes has reduced 
from 34 to 18 and there is a much 
more rigorous approach taken 
towards placing, and better eval¬ 
uation of independent fostering 
agencies. However, although the 
numbers of looked-after children 
has not increased globally, they 
have not reduced because, as Cllr 
Wells states, there has been an 
increase in private fostering 
agencies in the area. 

Much as I have wanted to 
change this, my power as a chief 
executive is limited in this area. 

This in the end is about politics 
and public policy. It is for the 
politicians to get the law changed 
relating to the placing of vulner¬ 
able adults and children in areas 
of deprivation. This goes to the 
heart of social exclusion. If we are 
truly committed to transforming 
north east Kent then the people 
who can make real change hap¬ 
pen are our elected representa¬ 
tives - nationally and locally. 

I will continue to be unapolo- 
getic about fighting this cause 
with the support of colleagues 
across local government in Kent.

Such a development will be a wonderful 
inheritance for our children and even our 
grandchildren. 

Once the turbine, under the shadow of 
my solar panels, has been successfully 
installed, residents of Thanet will be welcome 
to visit, discuss, meditate and enjoy the view.

Sea level will rise soon 

The underlying message from CPRE when 
they detail the risk to Kent from flooding due 
to sea level rise remains, don’t worry too much, 
its not for 100 years (sea levels are predicted to 
rise by one metre over the next century). 

All well and good, but this normally refers 
to average global sea level, primarily due 
to the melting of the Greenland ice sheets, 
then thermal expansion, Antarctic and 
other meltwater. But, perhaps the risk is far 
more immediate. 

Relatively recent work by Professor Detlef 
Stammer of Hamburg University shows that 
same average increase, however it takes 
the common sense view that as with a river, 
the meltwater needs to flow away from 
its origin. 

Considering the huge global distances, along 
with the choke point of the Barents Sea, the 
meltwater will certainly have a greater impact 
locally. On global terms we are local. 

Perhaps we should be planning for a one 
meter increase in decades, multiple metres by 
the turn of the century. Or more appropriately 
put, the initial impact will be felt by most of us 
alive now.

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Plan a colourful summer 


Picking annuals for a bright, cheery garden all season long 


By JANE JEWITT 


I WANT masses of colour in my 
garden this summer, so I have 
decided to sow annuals. I have to 
admit that although I sow seeds 
every year, I tend to choose peren¬ 
nials, or something a little quirky 

But this year I want wall-to-wall colour. 
Annuals are easy, and I have chosen some of 
the most common ones. I am full of confidence. 

Stocks are very quick; Malcolmia maritima 
will flower in just four weeks if I am lucky. 
They make pretty white, pink and lilac flowers 
to line the edge of a path or border. I will add 
Clarkia ‘Confetti Mix’ and light blue 
Delphiniums at the back of the border. I like to 
group flowers of a similar shape, habit and 
colour. 

I will grow Ipomea again this year, an annu¬ 
al climber related to bindweed. There should 
be some seedlings from last year’s flowers that 
I will move to the base of a conifer and provide 
them with wires to scramble up. The dark 
conifer foliage will make a perfect backdrop for 
the beautiful velvety flowers. 

I have an island bed planted with shrubs, and 
this summer the shrubs will disappear beneath 
a haze of Cosmos and Centaurea. I will add hol¬ 
lyhocks in the centre and dark purple 
Heliotrope ‘Cherry He’ around the edge of the 
bed to cover up the bare legs of the taller plants. 



Centaurea cyanus, the bright blue annual 
cornflower starts flowering in June. In July 
the Cosmos will start to give me large cheery 
daisy flowers in shades of white, pink and 
wine, and will bloom until the first frosts. 

Once the cornflowers start to diminish I will 
have late-flowering Rudbeckia ‘Goldsturm’ 
daisy flowers in rich golds and oranges, they 
will look luscious in the soft autumn sunshine. 

I hope that the need for staking will be min¬ 
imal, and that they will support one another 


as they grow but I will put some birch and 
hazel twigs in while the plants are small as 
they will help to keep the cats off the newly 
cultivated beds. 

To fill in between early flowering shrubs I 
will plant Eschscholzia and Godetia. They 
both have velvety flowers of similar shape; the 
Godetia is a little frilly and tends towards 
salmon, going well with the classic orange of 
the Californian poppy. They are again both 
very easy to grow, and once you introduce

Eschscholzia, you will always have it, and it 
will always be a joy. 

For fragrance I will plant Reseda odorata. It 
is a modest little plant, growing only six to 
nine inches tall with dull yellow-brown flowers 
but it has a most exquisite and powerful scent. 

Once they are established, there are only 
two jobs left to do. Watering in the evening 
during dry spells, and dead-heading to prolong 
flowering. Surely dead-heading is one of the 
simplest and best of all gardening jobs.

Get fruity in 
your garden

AS the winter gloom persists, it’s a 
welcome escape to think ahead to 
summer and the possibility of grow¬ 
ing delicious, juicy red fruits which 
are a taste of warmer weather.

Carol Klein, who was contemplating the 
ingredients to make the perfect summer 
pudding, most of which will grow happily in 
cooler gardens. 

“Raspberries, blueberries and other easy- 
to-grow fruits such as redcurrants will com¬ 
bine beautifully and are easy to grow,” she 
said. 

Carol, whose new book is Grow Your Own 
Fruit, believes we are more hesitant about 
growing fruit than veg. 

“The majority of veg grow over one season 
- there aren’t many perennial veg - and it’s 
a one-off thing. People get worried that fruit 
might be difficult to maintain. 

“But raspberries, for instance, are among 
the most versatile fruits - they freeze well 
and make the most wonderful jam and the 
great thing about them is that you don’t 
need a really sunny place. They will crop in 
a bit of dappled shade because they are 
basically a woodland plant.” 

You don’t need a lot of space as you can 
grow them in a row, up wires, or make a lit¬ 
tle hedge at the back of your vegetable gar¬ 
den or herbaceous border. 

“Scottish raspberries are always the best 
varieties,” she says, so go for types including 
Glen Moy and Glen Ample. 

“With autumn-fruiters, chop them right 
down to the base in really early spring and 
they’ll come back year after year.” 

Other fruits that are easy to grow and 
make great additions to summer puddings 
include blackberries, blueberries, red- 
currants and strawberries.

EASY PICKINGS: Gardeners’ World presenter Carol Klein, says growing fruit is simple 


“Strawberries will spread hugely so are 
easy to propagate by taking the runners and 
dipping them into little pots of compost. 
When you’ve done that, take them away to 
make a fresh strawberry bed. 

“Put them round your flowers if you don’t 
have enough room elsewhere and they’ll 
make good ground cover and you’ll get a lot 
of fruit that way, but keep suckers to a mini¬ 
mum once you’ve grown on what you want.” 

If you are a beginner to gardening and can 
only grow one ingredient for your dessert, 
grow a blackcurrant bush, says Carol. 

“It’s completely straightforward, will fruit 
prolifically and will just get better and better. 
The maintenance is simple. Every few years 
you just take out a third of the oldest wood 
and that’s it.” 

You can even grow a bush in a big half-bar- 
rel container, she says, provided you don’t 
use proprietary multi-purpose compost. 
You’d need a loam-based compost because 
the plant will be there a long time and you 
need really rich soil. 

Like gooseberries and redcurrants, black¬ 


currants tolerate a wide range of soil condi¬ 
tions but prefer well-drained, moisture- 
retentive soil. 

They prefer full sun but will tolerate light 
shade. Avoid frost pockets, as frost can dras¬ 
tically reduce yields. 

“One bush should yield about 4.5kg (101b) 
of fruit,” says Carol. “In small gardens they 
can be grown in containers.” 

Bare-root blackcurrants should be planted 
in late autumn, while containerised plants 
can go in at any time of year, as long as the 
soil is not too wet. 

If you decide to go for blueberries, they 
require a moist, acid soil, can be grown in 
pots of loam-based ericaceous compost and 
also provide an ornamental feature thanks 
to their warm autumn colours. 

“I just want people to have a go. Just grow 
a little row of raspberries or just a few straw¬ 
berries, which are cheap enough but will 
repay you 100 times over,” she says.

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GIVEN the current economic cli¬ 
mate, many people are now look¬ 
ing to improve not move - but 
there are potential safety issues 
to be aware of. 

It is currently popular to have flat plas¬ 
tered ceilings and if Artex is present, there 
is the potential for people to rub this down 
to create the nice flat ceiling. 

But until the mid 1980s Artex contained 
asbestos and you could be creating a poten¬ 
tial hazard in your own home. 

But Artex is not the only issue in your 
home. It can be found in ceramic floor tiles, 
mastic pads under the sink, lino, the adhe¬ 
sive sticking the lino to the floor, panels in 
the boiler cupboard, the soffits and facias, 
or your garage roof. 

Clarity is simply found by having a sam¬ 
ple taken and tested before carrying out 
any work. If the result is positive you can 
make an informed decision about what 
happens next as it may not be necessary to 
remove the identified asbestos. 

In some instances, it may even be possible 
to carry out the removal yourself, provided 
you follow the approved codes of practice 
and some local council tips will accept pri¬ 
vate asbestos waste thus keeping cost to a 
minimum. 

Whilst there is currently no requirement 
for a register to cover private residences, 
applying the same risk management as 
is in place for non-domestic premises is 
advisable. 

Since May, 2004, any building, other than 
a private residence needs to know about 
Asbestos Containing Materials (ACMs) on 
their premises; its location, condition and 
how to manage it. 

This requires each building to have an 
Asbestos Register and a Management Plan 
of how to manage any ACMs on site and 
includes schools, libraries, shops, your place 
of work etc. The same information can be 
applied to your home and the commercial 
regulation makes the information more 
readily available as it is regulated by the 
Health and Safety Executive. 

What to look for 

Asbestos is believed to be in more than 
3,000 different products and was used 
extensively as a building material in Great 
Britain from the 1950s through to the mid 
1980s with a total ban in 1999. 

Establishing the presence of asbestos can 
only be determined by means of sampling 
and the situation could need anything from 
a single sample to a full asbestos survey for 
extensive refurbishment. 

Samples must be tested at a UKAS 
accredited (United Kingdom Accreditation 
Scheme) laboratory. 

Who to turn to 

When choosing an asbestos company look 
for P402 certification, which ensures com¬ 
pliance with MDHS100 for Asbestos 
Surveys. The Fair Trader Scheme, run by 
Medway Council, is audited by Trading 
Standards and is a good place to start. 

With regard to removal work, the 
Asbestos Removal Contractors Association 
(ARCA) accredits reputable contractors and 
the Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
licenses businesses for asbestos consultan¬ 
cy, removal and abatement work.

February on the plot 

Jerusalem artichokes 

DIRTY Nails likes to get his 
Jerusalem artichokes into the 
ground as soon as it is workable in 
the New Year, but any time until 
mid-March will suffice. He plants 
his at the back of the veg patch in 
a line that won’t cast shade on 
other crops. Jerusalem artichokes 
are very dense of growth and thus 
ideal for screening off unsightly 
compost heaps or fences. 

Dirty Nails incorporates leaf-mould and 
grass clippings by digging them into the soil. 
He plants his artichokes, saved from a previ¬ 
ous crop or simply brought from the grocers, 
one foot apart and five inches deep. This root 
vegetable will grow in the poorest conditions, 
but a little tender loving care will repay with 
a fine crop of knobbly tubers. 

All the plants need is to be kept watered 
and weed-free. Earth-up around the base 
when there is about a foot of growth. Cut off 
a third of the tops after mid-summer, to pre¬ 
vent wind-rock. At the end of August Dirty 
Nails always reduces the top growth by half. 

Harvesting can commence any time from 
November. One plant is dug at a time and 
the bounty stored in boxes of damp sand 
until needed. Ten plants should keep a fami¬ 
ly of four comfortably supplied throughout 
next winter. 

Jerusalem artichokes demystified 

The Jerusalem artichoke (Helianthus

tuberosus) is neither from Jerusalem, nor an 
artichoke. In fact this vegetable heralds from 
North America. It was a staple foodstuff for 
Native Americans from Nova Scotia in the 
east to Minnesota and Kansas, well before 
Columbus ‘discovered’ the continent. 

‘Jerusalem’ is believed to be a corruption of 
‘girasola’, which in Italian means ‘turning 
towards the sun’. This refers to the habit of 
the pretty yellow flowers, which like to open 
into the sun. Its true family is thus revealed: 
the Jerusalem artichoke is in fact a tuberous- 
rooted relation of the sunflower. 


Nutritionally high in iron, potassium, and 
thiamine, and alternatively known as the 
’sunchoke’ or ’sun root’, the Jerusalem was 
being marketed in Europe by the early 
1600s. At that time it was called the Canada, 
or French, potato. 

It was also introduced to Britain around 
then, along with such delicacies as cultivated 
strawberries, different beans, gourds, sweet 
peppers and tomatoes. 

Song thrush 

Listen out for the song thrush enriching an 


otherwise dull February landscape. They like 
to perch high up in big lime trees. Their early 
morning song is a repetitive series of beauti¬ 
ful, tuneful, fluting, liquid notes and elabo¬ 
rate musical clicks and whistles, punctuated 
by short, well-timed pauses. 

The speckle-breasted birds open their 
beaks widely and constantly turn their 
heads while delivering this chorus, providing 
a musical treat for the listener.

Latchford and Ezekiel objecting during the 
meeting to this use of new technology. All cred¬ 
it to Cllr John Kirby chairing his last meeting 
for allowing me to continue. 

A number of Conservative councillors have 
approached me privately and thanked me for 
widening knowledge of what was happening. 

There are two concerns here. Firstly, by not 
broadcasting meetings, it gives the impression 
Thanet council is trying to avoid greater pub¬ 
lic scrutiny. Secondly and more importantly 
the conduct of the three cabinet members 
gives a very poor impression. 

To the many business people in the room it 
showed Thanet council’s leaders were fright¬ 
ened of new technology, and did not under¬ 
stand it. 

One businessman said it gave the appear¬ 
ance that making a party political attack was 
more important to Cllrs Tomlinson, Latchford 
and Ezekiel than giving as many people 
as possible access to what their councillors 
were doing. 

In a fast-moving world all political parties 
want greater investment and jobs for Thanet. 
The council’s leading representatives need to 
embrace this, not oppose it. I trust the chief 
executive will arrange necessary training for 
those councillors who are not up to speed. All 
councillors need to be able to advocate for 
Thanet using 21st century techniques and 
knowledge. 

All Labour councillors want to see council 
meetings broadcast. I hope the Conservative 
group will change the minds of its leaders. 
Local people want to be able to watch council 
meetings on their computers just as easily as 
they already watch BBC iPlayer.

Scrap the ID card plans 

Last Saturday marked the 56th anniversary of 
the abolition of wartime identity cards. 

I am marking this by renewing calls to scrap 
current plans for ID cards and their linking to 
passports and other public services via central 
databases. 

The wartime identity card system, intro¬ 
duced in 1939 as an emergency measure, con¬ 
tinued after 1945, but was met with a rising 
tide of public dissatisfaction which saw mem¬ 
bers of the British Housewives’ League burn¬ 
ing their identity cards outside Parliament, 
and a ruling from the Lord Chief Justice that 
“the good relations between the police and the 
public would be likely to suffer”. 

The announcement in the House of 
Commons that the scheme was to be scrapped, 
made on February 21, 1952, was greeted with 
cheers from MPs. 

Today, as in the 1950s, Whitehall bureau¬ 
crats want to force ID cards on us for their own 
convenience. 

This scheme serves no useful purpose for the 
public, and the planned database of everyone’s 
ID card information threatens data loss disas¬ 


ters that would make the HMRC disc fiasco 
seem trivial. It’s time to abandon ID card and 
database plans. 

Ministers want to nationalise personal iden¬ 
tity by forcing everyone to hand over their 
details for storage on a central database, but 
the HMRC disc disaster shows how unwise 
that would be. 

Now the Coroners and Justice Bill is being 
pushed through Parliament allowing minis¬ 
ters to potentially make Information Sharing 
Orders that would provide for widespread 
sharing of information between many 
government databases. So much for data pro¬ 
tection and privacy. 

More people now oppose the ID schemes 
than want them, and increasing numbers are 
pledging not to co-operate with attempts to 
force ID cards upon them.

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SPORTY SEAT is about to take a 
gamble by entering the upper- 
medium saloon and estate sector or 
Ford Mondeo class. 

But the Spanish brand is hedging the bet 
since the new Exeo (from £17,740) is a gift 
from VW group sister brand Audi - a re-work 
of the A4 replaced last year. 

That car remained competitive to the last 
and clearly has gas left in the tank for Seat, 
especially if repackaged at a lower price and 
loaded with goodies that Audi buyers would 
have paid extra for. 

Just as important, the Avant spin-off will be 
carried over to create an affordable lifestyle 
estate known as the ST, available to order 
when the saloon makes its showroom debut on 
April 2.

Mazda 5 makeover 


AS another open-top car hits the 
market, Mazda has given a 
makeover to the car that rekin¬ 
dled British interest in wind-in- 
the-hair motoring - the MX-5. 

Now into its third and 
arguably best-looking genera¬ 
tion, the revised roadster (from 
£16,345) is due in showrooms 
from April 1 and now offers an 
optional F 1-style ‘PowerShift’ 
six-speed sequential paddle- 
shift transmission with full auto 
mode. 

Having made many eco-con- 
scious gains with the latest 
Mazda2 and Mazda6 model 
ranges, the Zoom-Zoom brand 
has also boosted fuel economy by 
up to eight per cent and cut C02 


emissions by up to seven per 
cent on the car’s 1.8 and 2.0-litre 
petrol engines. 

Perhaps surprisingly for a car 
renowned for driver-pleasing 
handling, the chassis has been 
fine tuned too. 

Mazda has also decided to give 
the folding hard-top Roadster 
Coupe version (from £18,345) a 
more premium image although 
these versions cost just £2,000 
more than their ‘ragtop’ sisters: 
climate control is standard and 
heated leather seats are stan¬ 
dard or optional, while the 
sporty new mesh-type grille and 
headlamps have brightwork 
trimming and exterior door han¬ 
dles have a chrome finish. 



Fiat starlet shows roofless ambition 

FIAT has lifted the lid on its latest 500 
version - literally. 

For the new Fiat 500C is the long-awaited 
cabriolet version of the cult car of the 
moment and pays homage to the original 
1957 Fiat Nuova 500’s fabric roof, by using a 
roll-top approach instead of a full drop-top. 

The choice of format will almost certainly 
have been influenced too by retaining as 
much rigidity as possible, without the weight 
penalty from extra strengthening needed 
after chopping the roof and window frames. 

The top will be offered in ivory, red and 
black and can be matched with several 
exclusive body colours. 

The newcomer arrives in the spring and 
features the same two petrol/one diesel 
engine options as the standard two-door 
supermini version and incorporates the 
fuel-saving Start &Stop system.

love the JCW 


WHO buys the John Cooper Works 
Mini? 

That was the question I kept asking as I 
hurtled along in this ultimate version of 
BMW’s reborn motoring icon. 

Is it people who, if they had the time, would 
spend their lives bungee jumping, powder 
skiing, white-water rafting or running with 
the bulls of Pamplona? 

Or is it people who want to shout out loud that 
they are driving a cult car with knobs on, can 
afford to blow some five grand more than the 
£16,575 for the ‘standard’ Cooper S and enjoy 
driving at posing rather than high speeds? 

I’ll risk my neck here and suggest most will 
be from the latter group and they will love the 
bigger alloys, beefier and more aerodynamic 
body add-ons and bathe in the aura of Works’ 
badges all over the car. 

However, there is much for adrenalin 
junkies of group one. Okay, upping the JCW’s 
engine from 175bhp to 208bhp and including 
an ‘Overboost’ facility to add extra low-down 
punch cuts only half a second from the 0- 
62mph sprint time. 

But the appeal for thrill seekers is how this 
extra power is delivered; the tweaked exhaust 
generates far more noise from the back end, 
while spirited driving prompts lots of 
squawks, snarls, pops and bangs. 

The JCW can also be made to storm along a 
winding road so quickly that it really belongs 
on a track rather than the open road. 

It is not docile though; the front wheels of the 
standard Cooper S will let you know via mild 


torque steer that they can struggle to apply 
that car’s turbocharged power to the road. 

In the pumped up JCW, the struggle can 
become a battle... especially in the wet. It is 
not horrible - thanks to the ‘Dynamic Traction 
Control’ - but does anyone want to drive with 
such unruliness unless they are fully paid up 
- to the tune of £20,995 for the JCW - mem¬ 
bers of groups one or two? 

No, save your cash and go for the standard 
‘S’, which now looks like stunning value: an 
icon that can be uniquely customised, is fast 
and five grand cheaper than a JCW - a real 
recession beater. 

Not that the John Cooper name should be 
dismissed as some costly and flashy market¬ 
ing device. The Cooper name had strong his¬ 


toric links with the original Mini and when 
BMW created the first generation new Mini in 
2001, John Cooper’s started tweaking stan¬ 
dard cars again so successfully that BMW 
acquired the name and used it to create a 
sporting sub-brand - there is a JCW version of 
the Mini Clubman (estate) and a JCW 
Convertible arrives in the spring. 

The JCW interior gains some extra Works’ 
trimming, but the Mini interior is already a 
winner with its big centre-mounted speedo - a 
digital version sits dead ahead of the driver on 
the rev counter - flick switches above and 
below and lots of classy retro chic. 

Space is not great for the overall size of the 
car, but the range holds its value better than 
any other car and is greener than most.

Toyota Avensis 


THERE’S no hiding place in the 
family car sector today - as proved 
by the latest generation of Toyota’s 
once anonymous Avensis. 

‘Mondeo class’ contenders like this now have 
to battle on image and style as well as value, 
having seen a once huge market share hunted 
down by 4x4s, MPVs and executive class rivals. 

Ford’s latest Mondeo itself and the Vauxhall 
Insignia - replacing the Vectra - have had qual¬ 
ity and style hikes and the Avensis follows suit. 

Where its two predecessors could afford to 
be less than sexy by majoring instead on 
Toyota’s key attributes - reliability, economy 
and practicality - the new car needed to cut 



a dash and be brave in its market approach. 

It succeeds on both counts with sharp, 
aggressive new lines that show how dated the 
old car had become, plus a decision to drop a 
hatchback option in favour of a straight choice 
between classy saloon and Tourer (estate) - 
Toyota is confident the latter will contribute 
50 per cent of sales. 

Having driven a high-spec T4 Tourer model 
this week, we can’t argue with that; the car 
has rakish style yet loses nothing in practical¬ 
ity and drives better than before, helped by an 


extended wheelbase and track within similar 
overall dimensions. 

It is still no Mondeo beater, but the Toyota 
offers cheap running costs thanks to the 
Japanese motor giant’s ‘Optimal Drive’ tech¬ 
nology, evolved after taking a long look at the 
way powertrains are constructed. 

This was crucial to designing the brand’s 
tiny IQ city car, but has filtered through to 
larger models, so new Avensis engines feature 
low-friction components, lighter and more 
compact design elements and enhanced com¬ 


bustion, adding up to lower emissions and bet¬ 
ter economy and, says, Toyota improved driv¬ 
ing characteristics. 

With tougher times upon us, this cocktail of 
style and savings should help keep Toyota 
high in customer satisfaction surveys, though 
the newcomer fails to meet the threat from the 
most notable of aforementioned executive 
class rivals - the BMW 3-Series. 

Due to BMW’s standard fit 
EfficientDynamics package of energy/fuel 
savers, frugal-yet-smooth diesels and rock-solid

residuals, the high image Beemer’s appeal to 
company car ‘user choosers’ and fleet managers 
remains untouched by the new Mondeo, 
Insignia and now the Avensis. 

Nevertheless, the Toyota is impressive and 
looks and feels upmarket with the Tourer 
making best use of the current trend for diver¬ 
gence between the roof line and rearmost 
window frames to deliver a rakish rear end as 
well as decent headroom. The cabin is gim¬ 
mick free and passes the touch test for quality, 
but can seem a little character-less - the £600 


optional panoramic roof could be a cure. 

Our car was fitted with a 150bhp 2.0-litre 
petrol unit, offering plenty of power and there 
is a completely new highly rated 145bhp 1.8- 
litre sister likely to be the preferred option for 
this fuel, but 2.0 and 2.2-litre diesels will sure¬ 
ly dominate sales. 

That said, I liked the petrol’s responsiveness 
and refinement and a slick six-speed manual 
shift allows an average of around 40mpg - 
unheard of at this capacity only a few years ago. 

Motorway refinement is excellent though 


the Avensis is still no Mondeo or 3-Series rival 
for driving satisfaction, thanks to greater 
emphasis on ride quality. 

For its size, it impresses for space, being a 
decent five-seater with spectacularly generous 
rear head and legroom not gained at the 
expense of the Tourer boot, which is equally 
large and has copious under-floor stowage, a 
ski slot and two side compartments for cor¬ 
ralling the usual load-space flotsam. The 
sharply angled rear tailgate robs some upper 
level load space though.

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Big guns meet 
to address the 
skills shortage 

KENT bosses may be under siege from the 
recession, but they still have the problem of 
the skills shortage in the county near the top 
of their agenda. 

At the latest forum chaired by the Kent and 
Medway Lifelong Learning Network, employ¬ 
ers from engineering, manufacturing and the 
built-environment sectors met with education 
providers to try and tackle the problem. 

Among those attending were representa¬ 
tives from Pfizer, E.ON, National Grid, Delphi 
Diesel Systems, Dover Harbour Board, De La 
Rue, Masell, Dennes and Wates Construction. 

They agreed that given the current shortage 
of specific higher level skills, ‘growing your 
own’ through a mix of flexible work-based 
learning and more traditional study provides a 
practical solution to a growing problem. 

Meantime, Greenwich University’s School 
of Engineering presented a new qualification 
framework that allows workers to count 
skills gained at work towards a degree. It 
helps those with an Advanced Apprenticeship 
or equivalent level qualification progress 
towards a degree. 

Workers can achieve the award by attending 
university as well as gaining credit for skills 
gained at work. It is flexible and allows 
employers to customise to meet specific needs. 

Geoff Anderson, spokesman for Kent and 
Medway Lifelong Learning Network, said: 
“The Kent engineering, manufacturing and 
built-environment sectors have been gal¬ 
vanised into action to develop a framework 
that will provide opportunities for local work¬ 
ers to develop their skills in a more practical, 
flexible work-related way.” 


Loans get cold shoulder 

Red tap e p utting businesses off Government scheme

SMALL businesses in Kent are 
giving the Government’s much- 
lauded £1 billion loan guarantee 
scheme the elbow because it’s too 
complicated and they can’t spare 
time to cut through the red tape. 

That’s the general feeling from the county’s 
business organisations following reports 
that during the month after it was launched 
the scheme has lent only about £12 million 
to small companies. 

David Foley, chief executive of Thanet and 
East Kent Chamber of Commerce, said 
small businesses were “confused” about the 
financial situation, and they didn’t have the 
resources to plough through the scheme. 

He said that even if firms had the sympa¬ 
thetic support of local bank managers, who 
obviously knew the businesses, directions 
from the banks’ head offices often wouldn’t 
let managers go ahead with help. 

Mr Foley said: “It is not filtering down to 
small businesses.” 

Caroline Chambers, manager at Channel 
Chamber of Commerce said the scheme was 
“too long and too complicated” and business 
people were put off by that and the jargon. 

Jo James, chief executive of Kent Invicta 
Chamber, said: “The major flaw with this 
scheme is communication. It appears central 
banks know about the scheme but the right

information is not going down to the grass 
roots level. 

“Sometimes the conditions are difficult for 
companies to meet which makes it more 
imperative that local banking staff know the 
criteria for the financial product on offer.” 

The £12 million figure came from research 
by the Financial Times on the day the 
national British Chambers of Commerce 
(BCC) said its latest Monthly Business 
Survey showed deteriorating relationships 
with local bank managers, major disappoint¬ 
ment with the Government’s VAT cut, and 
an pessimism on turnover prospects. 

BCC said that with cash-flow a serious prob¬ 
lem, more than a quarter of businesses will 
reduce working hours in the next three months. 

Half of businesses expected their turnover 
to fall up to 50 per cent over the next three 


months and only nearly a half said their local 
bank manager understood their business 
needs and tried to accommodate them. 

Steve Hughes, BCC’s economic adviser, 
said: “Confidence in the economy is non-exis¬ 
tent, and this requires an incisive response 
from government. 

“When Alastair Darling gives his Budget 
in April, it must include measures to ease 
cash-flow difficulties and promote the reten¬ 
tion of jobs. Cutting National Insurance con¬ 
tributions, freezing the minimum wage and 
slashing business rates would all help.” 

A Department for Business spokesman 
said: “In the current economic climate we 
know that some companies are struggling to 
secure the finance they need. 

“The Government has taken steps to help 
to businesses facing these difficulties - giv¬ 
ing businesses more time to pay their tax 
bills and taking action to support bank lend¬ 
ing and improve access to credit. 

“As the Chancellor has said, the new sup¬ 
port for banks is conditional on additional 
lending from banks for all business.” 

He said following the launch of the loan 
guarantee scheme “banks have received 
hundreds of enquiries and the scheme has 
already started to disburse funds. We will 
report more fully on its progress shortly.” 

He added: “Additionally, the Working 
Capital Scheme to support up to £20 billion 
of bank lending is due to go live at the begin¬ 
ning of March.”

climb above 35,000 per month on the back of 
the higher level of buyer interest,” said Simon 
Rubinsohn, RICS chief economist. 

But, he added: “By no means does this small 
pick-up in transactions represent a move back 
to a more orderly housing market.” 

Mr Shirley said: “A combination of factors is 
encouraging more people to consider buying. 

“House prices have fallen substantially as 
vendors become more realistic, interest rates 
on cash deposits are risible and there are some 
attractive mortgage deals available for those 
with reasonable deposits. 

“If anybody is thinking of buying, now is cer¬ 
tainly the time to start looking. 

“We have seen the biggest increase in activ¬ 
ity in the south of England. This suggests 
those areas favoured by City workers which 
were hit hardest by the banking collapse last 
year, are starting to recover first. 

“Our country house department, which 
deals with properties worth over £2 million, 
has seen viewings rise the most - 80 per cent 
compared with last January. 

“Buyers recognise that there is a finite 
supply of this type of house and they risk 
missing out on their dream property if they 
stay out of the market too long. This sector of 


the market also appeals to international 
buyers who have benefited hugely from the 
collapse in sterling.” 

Rupert Sweeting, head of the firm’s country 
department, said: “Compared with the run-up 
to Christmas, there has been a transforma¬ 
tion in activity since the start of the New Year. 

“We are seeing international buyers take 
advantage of the favourable euro/sterling 
exchange that, together with the reduction in 
house prices, presents those buyers with 
opportunities to purchase a property 40 per 
cent cheaper than last year. 

“Furthermore, those who have sold property 
and had put their money on deposit producing 
six per cent or so are now getting no return. 
Their interest was enabling them to rent a 
decent house, but that rental is now eating 
into their capital. 

“Now they want to buy bricks and mortar’ 
and many have told us they feel that it offers a 
better return than the stock market or banks. 

“No-one rings the bell of the bottom or top of 
the market but it feels like there should be at 
least some chimes ringing out.”

Retirement still a grey area 


A RULING from the European courts which 
could affect the retirement age is being 
eagerly awaited. 

When the Government implemented the 
European Directive on age discrimination it 
set a default retirement age of 65. 

The Age Discrimination Act made it clear 
that any retirement ages below that would 
struggle to be justified. This default age is cur¬ 
rently being challenged in the European courts. 

Much of the commentary on the legislation 
focused on what would and would not be dis¬ 
crimination. But employers should note that 
it is no longer the case that you just present 
the card and leaving present on the final day 
when your employees leave due to retirement. 

The legislation sets out procedures that need

to be complied with to prevent the possibility of 
claims following the retirement party. 

Between one year and six months before the 
date of retirement, the employer must notify 
the employee of their right to request to con¬ 
tinue working beyond the retirement age. 

This is an ongoing duty up to two weeks 
prior to retirement and failure to comply is 
an automatic unfair dismissal. 

Assuming that you have complied, the 
employee then has between six months and 
three months prior to retirement to put the 


request in. If the employer fails to comply 
within the first time window the employee 
can submit their request any time prior to 
retirement - even on the final day. 

If the request is submitted then the procedure 
to be followed is pretty much a mirror of the 
three-step statutory grievance procedure - send 
a letter inviting the employee to a meeting at 
which the employee has the right to be accom¬ 
panied; have the meeting and confirm the out¬ 
come of the meeting in a letter also informing 
the employee about their right of appeal. 

All employers should make sure that some¬ 
one in their organisation has responsibility 
for reviewing the staff demographics so that 
when the year countdown begins none of 
these deadlines are missed.

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Accidents will happen 

Statistics provoke health and safety shake-up

THREE people died and a total of 
1,830 suffered major injury as a 
result of a slip, trip or fall in the work¬ 
place in the South East last year. 

A further 3,473 sustained injuries that kept 
them off work for three days or more. 

These shocking statistics have prompted the 
launch of an awareness raising campaign by 
the Health and Safety Executive. 

The second phase of the Shattered Lives 
campaign was launched recently to highlight 
the devastating consequences of slips, trips and 


falls in the workplace and to encourage 
employers to take action in consultation with 
their employees. 

Marcia Davies, HSE head of the injury 
reduction programme said: “People often view 
slips, trips and falls as trivial incidents, even 
comical but they are no joke to those who suf¬ 
fer major injuries, a lifetime of disability, time 
off work and in the worst cases death. 

Awareness 

“We want to raise awareness of how these 
incidents can happen and how they can be 
easily avoided by taking common sense 
actions and precautions at no or little cost. If 
you spot a hazard in your workplace deal with 
it, don’t assume that somebody else will. 

“The lives of workers and their families are 


shattered by the serious consequences of these 
types of accidents. Simple measures intro¬ 
duced by businesses can make a positive dif¬ 
ference to safety in the workplace.” 

They can also stop companies from having to 
face potentially expensive compensation claims. 

Fatalities and serious injuries arising from 
slips, trips and fall incidents cost British soci¬ 
ety an estimated £700 million last year. 

The campaign is targeted at seven sectors 
where there is a prevalence of such injuries: food 
retail, catering and hospitality, food and drink 
manufacturing, building and plant mainte¬ 
nance, construction, healthcare and education, 
although the risks can occur in any workplace. 

To help businesses take preventive action 
the HSE launched STEP - an interactive 
learning package that provides practical guid-

Holiday entitlement dilemma 


A NEW European court ruling says 
that workers are entitled to accrue 
holiday time while on sick leave. This 
could spell problems for Kent firms, 
writes Nicole Tovey. 

Recession-battered employers have 
been dealt yet another blow by 
Europe - this time in the long-await¬ 
ed ruling in the case of Stringer v HM 
Revenue and Customs. 

The decision, which now clarifies 
the law after several years of confu¬ 
sion, confirms that employees are 
entitled to accrue all of their statuto¬ 
ry holiday entitlement while on sick 
leave regardless of duration. 

Sick leave must either be carried 
forward to when the employee 
returns to work or they must be paid 
in-lieu of holiday if their employment 
terminates. 

The UK had argued that employees 
on sick leave should not be entitled to 
paid holiday, as they are not actually 


working and so there is no actual 
work for them to take leave from. 

But the European Court of Justice 
distinguished between holiday enti¬ 
tlement and sick leave, stating that 
one type of leave cannot and does not 
displace the other. 

The purpose of sick leave is to enable 
a worker to recover from an illness, 
whereas paid annual leave under the 
Working Time Directive allows for a 
period of rest and enjoyment. 

The case will now return to the 
House of Lords which will have to 
consider the decision and provide 
guidance as to how it should be inter¬ 
preted into UK law. 

What are the implications for Kent 
employers? Under the Working time 
Regulations 1998, full-time employ¬ 
ees are entitled to 24 days paid leave 
each year and public holidays count 
towards their total entitlement. 

From April 1 this will be extended 


to 28 days paid leave. Those working 
part-time are entitled to the same 
level of holiday pro rata and employ¬ 
ees can start building up holiday as 
soon as they start work 

The court’s decision is likely to have 
serious implications for employers in 
Kent, who may now face tribunal 
claims from employees seeking to 
carry leave over. 

Those presently on sick leave may 
also request holiday pay for the cur¬ 
rent leave year, in order to help with 
their financial situation. 

It has been left to member states to 
decide whether an employee can 
actually take leave or accrue it during 
a period of sick leave and any claims 
are likely to be stayed pending the 
House of Lords ruling.

Chatham Historic 
Dockyard is very 
much a living and 
working museum. 

But every inch 
exudes an 
atmosphere which 
has built up over 
hundreds of years. 

It’s what the 
people who work 
there call the 
“bug” - a feeling 
of excitement, 
expectancy and being part of 
history. For 400 years the 
dockyard and naval base site 
played a crucial role in supporting 
the British Navy - and, therefore, 
the development of the Empire 
and the Commonwealth. The end 
of the Cold War led to its closure 
in 1984. Now in the site trust’s 
25th year it boasts a mixed site, 
not just a museum with historic 
buildings and structures, but also 
a growing residential and small 
business community.

‘Dockyard on its way back to 
being huh of the community ’ 


Q You would like World Heritage 
Site status for the dockyard, 
what would that include? 

Not only the site, but also all 
the defences associated with the 
dockyard, such as Fort Amherst 
and Upnor Castle. We are ready to 
go with conservation management 
plans in place and the process has 
been extended to get the other sites 
out of our ownership. 

The only fly in the ointment, as 
such, is that Unesco says the west¬ 
ern world has many such sites 
already, and the Third World hasn’t, 
although it does have important 
sites. So we have to slow down on the 
western allocation. The Government 
has agreed to one per year. So we’re 
hoping we can go for 2011-12. 

Q What would it mean for the 
site9 

It is all about raising the image 
and creating an identity for the 
city of Medway. It’s about the high- 
quality things we have here which 
sadly sometimes the public beyond 
Kent doesn’t always recognise. 

Next year we will have the 
National Museums at Chatham 
on which we’re working in partner¬ 
ship with the National Maritime 
Museum and the Imperial War 
Museum. It will house and display 
the national museum partners’ 


maritime model collections - we’ll 
be bringing about 4,000 of their 
objects here. That helps to unlock 
the potential of this place and also 
the potential of Medway within the 
Thames Gateway. 

QHozi does the trust work? 

A Lots of people don’t realise 
we’re an independent charity, 
and our chairman is an admiral, 
Sir Ian Garnett. Our objective is 
to preserve the site in ways appro¬ 
priate to the archaeology and the 
significance of the buildings. Forty 
seven of our 100 buildings are 
scheduled ancient monuments, 
the highest concentration any¬ 
where in the country. 

We carried out the preservation 
by reusing the buildings for muse¬ 
um and education purposes. Our 
other objective is to educate the 
public about the significance of this 
place in British history. The origi¬ 
nal trustees set out a strategy of 
creating a living museum. 

In my view this caused a bit of ' 
misunderstanding in the early 
days, but what they meant and 
what we have done, was create a 
place where people live. The 
Board of Trustees is made up of 
12 people, and we work brilliantly 
together. It is genuinely the case 



that in the eight-and-a-half years 
I’ve been here, there has never 
been a point of conflict between the 
executive and the board. Few insti¬ 
tutions can say that. 


infrastructure is ours. We’re like a 
small town. We turn over about 
£3m self-generated income a year. 
Since 1984, about £52m-53m has 
been spent on the site. 


Q What are the other uses of 
the site? 

A When buildings are used com¬ 
mercially it’s usually because 
they cannot be used for anything 
else. However, we have 120 busi¬ 
nesses or organisations based on 
the site, and we have 112 homes 
with 400 residents, and we have 
150,000 visitors a year. So we 
have created a living museum. 


Q lt must have been quite a 
challenge? 

A lt was a struggle all the way 
because the scale of the chal¬ 
lenge. For example, in 1984 we 
were given £11 million, but this 
was only half what we needed to 
make the place wind and weath¬ 
er-tight, and get it into use. All the 


Q What’s for the future? 

A The long-term aim is to be self- 
sustaining. We are currently 
reviewing our five-year corporate 
plan and we are very much com¬ 
ing back to being the centre of the 
community. 

We have 60,000 volunteer 
hours every year, equivalent to 28 
full-time and that rises in the 
summer to between 110 and 120 
across the board. 

I get a real buzz out of running 
a charity with this level of respon¬ 
sibility. It doesn’t get much hard¬ 
er, mainly because the resources 
often aren’t there. And this year 
we have been awarded the honour 
of hosting the first-ever national 
Armed Forces Day on June 27.

Byrne, who has tasted racing at world level 
with two disappointing seasons in Moto GP, is 
confident about the challenge ahead of him for 
2009 and feels could have a chance at a title.

With his impressive pace in one-lap shoot- 
outs and race distances in test sessions, 
Byrne has already signalled his intent to 
fellow riders in the paddock. 

At an official test at Portugal’s Portimao 


in January, Byrne topped the time sheets 
for all three days and admitted he was not 
surprised by his speed with his new team. 

He said: “I was pleased to finish top of the 
time sheets, but it didn’t really shock me. 
The bike I have been riding is pretty much 
the same as last year so I felt right at home 
on it. Surprised was not really the word as I 
have a great team working around me and 
I knew I would be competitive. 

“The championship has about 15 factory 
riders so I suppose they were shocked to see 
my pace, but it is always good to show peo¬ 
ple what you can do.” 


Rider set for big leap 

SHOW JUMPING: Rider Christopher O’Bryan 
will compete alongside the world’s best after 
qualifying for the inaugural Amateur 
Championships at the British Open in April. 

The Bromley-based rider progressed 
through a qualifying round to reach the final 
of the competition, which will take place at 
Birmingham’s NEC on April 16. 

The Amateur Championships has been 
introduced to the British Open programme 
this year to allow riders from across the 
country the chance to compete alongside 
some of the sport’s best riders. 

O’Bryan could find himself lining up 
against the likes of Olympic medallists 
Pippa Funnell, William Fox-Pitt and world 
champion Zara Phillips, in front of a packed 
arena at the NEC. 

Show jumping veteran Robert Whitaker won 
the British Open title in 2008 and will be 
back to try and defend his crown.

Online or offside? 

DAVID PRITCHARD examines the legacy of the internet forum 


THEY can be brash, reactionary, 
often incoherent, occasionally 
downright libellous and unless 
you are Gillingham manager 
Mark Stimson, increasingly 
harder to ignore. 

Internet message boards for football fans 
are a relatively new phenomenon but have 
quickly become an addiction for many For 
the insatiable fan they are now the place to 
go to talk about the last game, discuss the 
latest outrageous transfer rumours and slag 
off their least favourite player. 

The last point can often dominate boards 
and range from the humorous - former Gills 
defender Guy Butters was once put up for 
sale for £5 by fans while at Brighton - to the 
deeply offensive. 

If you look hard enough then it will not be 
long before you find something critical about 
everyone in the squad. 

Despite this, the message boards appear 
to be irresistible to some players, with Gills 
striker Mark McCammon this week admit¬ 
ting he had been stung by derogatory com¬ 
ments he had read while out injured. 

Criticising 

He said: “I’ve seen some on the fans’ 
forums criticising me, so I’ve got to try to 
prove them wrong and show them what I’m 
capable of. 

“I’d ask them to be patient with me, I 
know I can do it and produce the goods. It 
hurts, but at the end of the day you’ve got to 
rise above it, the supporters don’t know me.” 

Stimson freely admits to being a techno¬ 
phobe who would not know where to look if 
he had the inclination to view the forums. 

Given some of the comments written 
about him, especially after a defeat, it is 
probably a wise move and he believes it is 
counterproductive for players to look at 
message boards. 

He said: “If [Mark McCammon] starts 
reading things like that he’s got to be 
crazy because you’re not going to gain 
anything out of that. 

“If you read them you’re probably just 
going to get depressed and run down. I’m 
surprised he read it, for someone of his 
experience he’s just got to get on with it. 
He knows if he’s doing good or bad.” 

But there is little doubt the forum is 
here to stay and in the digital age is likely 
to assume a key role in fans’ interaction

Life in the fest lane 


Kent bowlers work with ace of pace Lillee

FOUR Kent pace bowlers will be 
hoping to hit their straps early 
ahead of this summer after hav¬ 
ing been put through their paces 
by Australian Test legend Dennis 
Lillee at a training camp in India. 

The pace quartet have just arrived back at 
St Lawrence after spending 10 days at the 
world famous MRF pace bowling camp in 
Chennai, where they were under the watch¬ 
ful eye of Lillee. 

Academy players Matt Coles, 18, who 
plays his cricket with Hartley Country Club 
and Adam Ball, 15, from Bexley were joined 
by development contract players Phil 
Edwards, 24, from Gore Court and Warren 
Lee, 21, from Blackheath. 

The four had a chance to experience life as 
professional cricketers, work on developing 
their bowling technique and tactics, as well 
as combating the intense Chennai heat. 

Academy director Phil Relf, who led the 


group to India, felt the experience of work¬ 
ing with a bowling legend such as Lillee will 
give the county’s up-and-coming bowlers an 
insight into what is needed to become a top- 
class cricketer. 

He said: “The guys had access to grass 
wickets and Dennis Lillee on a one-to-one 
basis. It was a fantastic experience for them 
to be working under such a trained eye and 
you could see he was a guy who was very 
passionate about technique and fitness. 

“He saw our guys on day one and within 
two balls, as well as without the use of video, 
his trained eye saw things that we spent 
time analysing on a video for a while. 

Impact 

“The big difference was that he was able to 
give the fix and you tended to see an impact 
with the ball coming out at a better pace and 
he was an interesting guy to listen too.” 

The four bowlers spent the morning ses¬ 
sions working on their fitness, while coaches 
at the MRF camp stressed the importance of 
running techniques which should help with 
their approach to the stumps. 

The afternoons were spent bowling under 


the watchful eye of Lillee. He focused on 
their front arm position and approach to the 
wicket and Relf said Lillee was particularly 
impressed with the group’s youngest bowl¬ 
ing prospect, Adam Ball. 

Relf said: “He had a fantastic 10 days and 
by the end of it we had him coming off his 
full run up. 

“His technique shaped up really well and 
he probably impressed Lillee more than any 
of the others because of his raw potential as 
a young lad.” 

Another to have benefitted from the expe¬ 
rience is Matt Coles. The medium pacer 
from Maidstone has been with the Academy 
for several years and the club will have to 
make a decision on his future this year. 

He said: “It was an interesting experience 
and worthwhile because just to hear Dennis 
Lillee’s thoughts on you and his knowledge 
of the game, was really good. 

“He felt I had an old-style action but felt 
there was only a few things to work on which 
is all part of my long-term progression.”

Van Jaarsveld on 
top in injury fight 

KENT vice-captain Martin van Jaarsveld 
looks to be winning his battle to be ready for 
the start of the season. 

The South African dislocated his shoulder 
in a game for his state side, Titans, and it was 
feared the 34-year-old would miss a sub¬ 
stantial part of Kent’s summer. 

He had opinions from several consultants 
with wide-ranging results, but Kent’s physio 
Nimmo Reid has since been sent to South 
Africa and his reports are that van Jaarsveld 
could make the start of the season. 

Kent coach Graham Ford, speaking from 
South Africa, told Kent on Sunday: “It is early 
to say too much but things are looking hope¬ 
ful for Martin. 

“He is being monitored and treated and 
has been in touch with Nimmo Reid, who is 
in South Africa, and as things stand Nimmo 
and medical specialists are pretty positive 
he will respond to treatment and be in good 
shape for our season.” 

The news will be a massive boost for the 
county as no doubt the loss of arguably their 
most consistent batsman, who also won the 
PCA Player of the Year last season, would 
be massive. 

The club had a contingency plan to poten¬ 
tially bring in an overseas batsman, rather 
than their preferred target of a bowler, if van 
Jaarsveld were to miss the majority of the 
season, but it appears they will no longer 
have to explore that avenue. 

Meanwhile, Ford also told Kent on Sunday 
that he has still not heard from the England 
and Wales Cricket Board about the vacant 
post of England head coach and feels his 
chances have diminished. 

He said: “There has been no contact and 
I’m pretty sure that is that.”

Wanderers close 
in on new home 

CRAY Wanderers’ search for an end to their 
lengthy exile from their spiritual home got 
one step closer this week as the club 
announced the site for a new ground. 

The new 17-acre plot at Sandy Lane in St 
Paul’s Cray is next to the A20 and surround¬ 
ed by other existing sports facilities, includ¬ 
ing a ski slope and golf course. It will be built 
to at least Conference standards. 

It is 36 years since Ryman South side 
Wanderers lost their Grassmeade ground 
and they have spent the last decade sharing 
at Hayes Lane with neighbours Bromley. 

Cray chairman Gary Hillman told the club’s 
website: “We have been actively looking for 
over 10 years for a site in the Cray area that 
we feel creates the right infrastructure to sus¬ 
tain a new ground.” 

The club hope to complete a feasibility 
study by December before submitting plan¬ 
ning permission and are looking to move in 
for the start of the 2014-15 season. 
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Fears for club as web subscribers fail to re-sign

WEBSITE-owned Ebbsfleet United 
face an anxious wait over the club’s 
future after less than half of the 
required membership failed to 
renew their subscription. 

The Kent club had hoped to lure up to 
20,000 of its website members back, but only 
9,407 renewed by Thursday’s deadline. 

The news came as a blow to the Blue Square 
Premier club, with chief executive David Davis 
admitting that selling the club was an option, 
but it would be the last resort. 

Website group, www.myfootballclub.co.uk, 
bought Ebbsfleet for £635,000 this time last 
year and it was hoped the majority of those 
would renew their subscription of £35 each. 

However, less than half chose to renew, 
meaning Ebbsfleet are some £250,000 short 
of meeting their £500,000 target needed for 
the day-to-day running of the club. 

Davis also said that if figures failed to rise 
to at least 15,000, cut backs would have to be 
implemented and also refused to rule out a 
return to being a part-time club. 

He said: “We will have to look at figures and 
we may have to make cut backs, but I think 
selling the club would be the last resort. 

“Going back to being part-time is an option 
and we are not ruling it out at this stage. The 
clubs that are part-time in this league have a 
similar wage structure to us. We may look 
into it but we will have to see if it is viable.” 

Once the takeover was complete in 
February last year, the membership swelled 
to a staggering 32,000, but the large majority 
of members declined to take up an opportuni¬ 
ty to pick the team, which was one of the orig¬ 


inal concepts sold by MyFootballClub. 

It has meant that manager Liam Daish has 
had a free reign to choose the team, but per¬ 
haps the members’ biggest decision was to 
ratify the sale of star striker John Akinde to 
Bristol City in September. 

More than 7,000 members agreed the sale, 
while last month about 3,000 voted to sign 
defender Darius Charles. 

Davis claimed the club are still attracting 
new members every day, but believes there 
are several reasons to explain the club’s drop 
in membership renewals. 

He added: “One of the reasons why the 
numbers have been a bit low is many mem¬ 
bers thought when the project was intro¬ 
duced, that a club like Leeds United or 
Arsenal would be bought. Another reason is 
people in the UK have said that the club is 
just too far away from them. However, we 
have a solid fan base all over the world espe¬ 
cially in Australia and in the USA.” 

MyFootballClub concept creator, Will 
Brooks, said he stands by the original concept 
and believes the target will be reached to 
secure the future of the club. 

He said: “When the renewals came 
around we knew that we would lose around 
10,000 members straight away. We have 
had some members join and never even go 
on the website. 

“As far as the concept goes, I wouldn’t change 
a thing. I think we have done ever so well to get 
where we are, but it is interesting now as we 
have the challenge of making it sustainable.” 

The club are hopeful that other members 
who joined after the takeover was complete, 
will renew throughout the course of the year.

Annual report a tough read, admit Kent 


KENT are preparing themselves for 
a backlash from members who are 
set to receive a copy of the club’s 
annual report tomorrow morning, 
writes Glenn Pearson. 

It’s understood the results will 
not make good reading for mem¬ 
bers and supporters, reflecting 
the full scale of the economic cri¬ 
sis and the postponement of the 
£10 million redevelopment of the 
St Lawrence ground. 

The club had announced ambi¬ 
tious redevelopment plans to 
build a 130-bed hotel and confer¬ 
ence facilities at St Lawrence 
which was seen as a sustainable 
way of running the business for 12 
months of the year. 

However, a contractor pulled 
out of beginning work on the Bat

and Ball site last year, leaving 
club chairman George Kennedy 
predicting in an interview with 
Kent on Sunday in December 
that work is unlikely to get under¬ 
way until 2010. 

He said: “The only worrying 
thing is we are anxious to 
improve the facilities, we need to 
do something. In 2010 the 
English Premier League starts 
and the money coming in should 


be quite substantial from the 
ECB. If nothing happened until 
then we would use the money for 
redevelopment.” 

The county have already react¬ 
ed to the news of their gloomy 
annual results, which has seen 
new roles at the club for Jamie 
Clifford, Jon Fordham and Neil 
Peak, and included making eight 
redundancies. 

Clifford, who heads a new busi¬ 


ness development department at 
the club, understands there will 
be a reaction from supporters. 

He said: “The members will 
make their feelings known next 
week but we have already imple¬ 
mented changes with specific 
measures to grow the Kent 
membership. Kent have never 
embarked on such a scheme for 
members before.” 

There were concerns that while 
preparing a budget for this finan¬ 
cial year the club would not be 
able to fund an overseas player, 
but those fears have also been 
allayed.
